To  E.  Kimball  Harrison,  or  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough: 
Greeting : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  all  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs, 
to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  of  said  Town  on  Monday,  January  18th,  1932,  at  eleven 
o’clock  A.  M.,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers,  the  following  officers  to  be 
voted  on  one  ballot,  viz:  a  Moderator  for  one  year,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector 
of  Taxes  for  one  year,  two  Selectmen  for  three  years,  two  members  of  the  School 
Board  for  three  years,  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 

The  polls  will  be  opened  at  half  past  eleven  A.  M.,  for  vote  on  the  foregoing 
article,  and  will  not  be  closed  before  eight  o’clock  P.  M. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  by  tax  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  town  for  the  current  year,  appropriate  the  same 
and  to  act  anything  in  relation  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  year. 

Article  3.  To  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Select¬ 
men,  or  a  majority  thereof,  to  borrow  during  the  municipal  year  beginning  January 
1st,  1932,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  said  year,  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  town,  but  not  exceeding  the  total  tax 
levy  of  the  preceding  financial  year,  as  provided  in  Section  3,  Chapter  719,  General 
Acts  1913,  and  amendments  thereto,  giving  the  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  payable 
within  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  all  debts  incurred  under  authority  of  this 
^vote,  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  the  present  municipal  year. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  report  of  any  committees  or  officers  of  the  town;  to 
appoint  any  committee,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  money  for  band  concerts  the 
coming  season,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  money  to  be  expended  by  Post 
No.  8,  G.  A.  R.,  on  Memorial  Day,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  necessary 
to  pay  the  rent  of  a  suitable  place  for  the  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
and  act  thereon. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  ($250)  dollars,  to  be  expended  by  Simeon  L.  Nickerson  Post  No.  64,  American 
Legion,  for  their  celebration  of  Armistice  Day,  November  11th,  1932,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  St.  Luke’s  hospital,  established 
in  said  town,  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  free  bed  in  the  hospital 
for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  certified  by  the  selectmen  of  said  town  to 
be  residents  of  the  town  and  unable  to  pay  for  such  care  and  treatment,  and  act 
thereon. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use 
of  the  Plymouth  County  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture,  a  sum  not  exceed-, 
ing  three  hundred  ($300)  dollars,  and  choose  a  town  director  for  one  (1)  year, 
as  provided  in  Sections  41  and  45  of  Revised  Chapter  128  of  the  General  Laws, 
and  act  thereon. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  a  school  and  public  health  nurse  and  act  thereon. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  continue  the  Christmas  street  light¬ 
ing,  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  and  act  thereon. 

'*  * 


Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not 
to  exceed  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars,  for  a  Dental  Clinic  for  the  school  children, 
and  act  thereon. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
($500)  dollars,  for  the  employment  of  the  district  nurse,  same  to  be  spent  by  the 
Board  of  Health  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed 
two  hundred  ($200)  dollars,  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Planning  Board, 
for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  various  problems  of  the  town,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  16  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
($10,000)  dollars,  from  the  Surplus  Funds  in  the  Gas  and  Electric  Department,  to 
re-imburse  the  town  for  money  which  has  been  previously  raised  by  Taxation  to  pay 
bonds  and  notes  issued  in  the  past  for  the  benefit ,  of  the  Gas  and  Electric  Depart-  / 
ment.  This  sum  to  be  used  to  reduce  the  Tax  Levy  for  the  year  1932,  and  act 
thereon. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Hillside  Avenue,  so-called, 
as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  install  three  (3)  street  lights  on  said  street  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  the  street,  and  act  thereon. 
Agreeable  to  the  petition  of  Jacintho  C.  Martins,  et  al. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  decree  of  the  County  Commis¬ 
sioners  No.  826  on  Thompson  Street,  and  raise  a  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  ten 
thousand  ($10,000)  dollars,  to  be  expended  for  road  construction,  and  land  dam¬ 
ages,  in  conjunction  with  funds  provided  by  the  County  of  Plymouth  or  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  either  or  both,  in  constructing  said  street,  begin- 
ing  at  Plympton  Street  and  continuing  toward  the  Halifax  Line,  and  act  thereon. 
Agreeable  to  the  petition  of  George  H.  Higgins,  et  al. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  repeal  the  following  amendment  to 
its  General  By-Laws  which  were  adopted  by  the  town  of  Middleborough  at  its  Annual 
Meeting  for  the  year  1929,  and  duly  approved  by  the  Attorney  General,  June  25, 
1929,  said  amendment  being  as  follows: 

Article  13 — Fire  Department.  Section  1.  Day  and  Night  Force.  The  permanent 
members  of  the  fire  fighting  force  of  the  town  shall  be  divided  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department  into  two  bodies  or  forces  which  shall  be  designated  as  a  day 
force  and  a  night  force,  and  shall  alternate  on  tours  of  duty  every  third  day.  Sec¬ 
tion  2.  Hours  of  duty.  The  hours  of  duty  of  the  day  force  shall  be  from  eight 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  to  six  o’clock  in  the  afternon,  and  the  hours  of  duty  of  the 
night  force  shall  be  from  six  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  to  eight  o’clock  in  the  fore¬ 
noon;  provided,  that  on  every  third  day,  for  the  purpose  of  alternating  the  day 
force  with  the  night  force  and  vice  versa,  the  number  of  hours  of  duty  herein  stated 
may  be  extended,  but  one  force  shall  be  at  liberty  at  all  times,  except  that  in  case 
of  a  conflagration,  the  officer  having  charge  of  the  fire  fighting  forces  shall  have 
full  authority  to  summon  and  keep  on  duty  all  members  of  the  fire  fighting  force 
while  the  conflagration  continues.  This  section  shall  not  affect  any  law,  by-laws, 
rules  or  regulations  relative  to  salary,  pensions,  annual  vacations  or  sick  or  disa¬ 
bility,  or  leave  of  absence  of  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  act  thereon.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  MANAGER 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Middleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : — 

I  herewith  present  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  Town 
Manager,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  for  your  approval. 

The  outstanding  achievement  this  year  was  the  reduction 
in  the  tax  rate  of  $2.70  per  $1000  valuation.  This  was 
achieved  through  the  co-operation  of  all  the  departmental 
heads  who  readily  consented  to  pare  their  budgets  in  order 
that  this  result  might  be  accomplished. 

The  other  work  of  this  department  this  year  has  been 
mainly  the  routine  of  the  office. 

The  only  special  work  was  the  investigation  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  new  contract  entered  into  by  your  Board 
with  the  Taunton  Gas  Light  Company.  This  contract 
was  executed  as  of  June  1,  1931  for  a  period  of  five  years 
and  resulted  in  a  reduction  in  price  of  10c  per  1000  cubic 
feet  less  than  the  old  contract  for  gas  for  domestic  use,  the 
price  for  gas  for  house  heating  remaining  the  same,  that  is, 
75c  per  1000  cubic  feet. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  continues  to  function  in  its  customary 
efficient  manner.  The  construction  of  the  new  State 
highway  through  Bedford  and  Grove  Streets  has  lessened 
the  necessary  traffic  duty  in  the  business  center  of  the  town, 
but  has  transferred  it  to  the  new  road,  so  that  with  the 
traffic  duty  it  is  necessary  to  perform  in  addition  to  its 
other  work,  there  is  plenty  of  work  for  all  of  its  officers  at 
all  times. 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  well  housed,  well  equipped  and  has 
handled  its  work  very  well  during  the  year. 

While  there  have  been  no  large  fires  there  have  been 
good  possibilities,  but  due  to  the  prompt  work  of  the  de¬ 
partment  these  fires  have  been  brought  under  control  at 
an  early  stage  so  that  the  property  loss  has  been  small.  The 
prompt  response  to  the  calls  by  the  Call  Men  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  good  results  obtained. 

INSPECTION  OF  WIRES 

The  duties  to  be  performed  by  this  department  are 
constantly  increasing  as  the  work  spreads  over  a  continually 
enlarging  territory. 

The  requirement  of  inspection  is  also  rapidly  increasing, 
as  the  public  are  beginning  to  realize  more  and  more  the 
necessity  for  inspection  in  order  that  the  fire  hazard  may 
be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  By  far  the  greater  number  of 
fires  are  attributed  to  faulty  electric  wiring  so  that  it  is  only 
by  careful  and  conscientious  inspection  that  this  hazard 
can  be  reduced.  This  is  being  done  by  our  present  inspector. 

SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 

There  is  apparently  no  limit  in  the  amount  of  work  this 
department  could  do  and  should  do  if  the  town  could  afford 
to  make  the  necessary  appropriation.  Everything  today 
is  sold  by  either  weight  or  measure  and  a  large  portion  of 
our  food  is  put  up  in  packages.  Therefore,  for  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  seller  as  well  as  the  buyer,  it  is  essential  that  both 
be  assured  that  the  scales  and  the  measures  be  accurate 
and  that  frequent  examination  be  made  of  package  goods 
to  see  that  the  contents  equal  in  weight  or  measure  the 
quantity  marked  on  the  package.  It  is  only  by  exercising 
constant  vigilance  that  the  inspector  is  enabled  to  keep  in 
check  the  unscrupulous  dealer. 
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The  license  question  is  another  of  his  duties  which  re¬ 
quires  a  great  deal  of  knowledge  of  the  law  to  enable  him 
to  answer  all  the  questions  which  are  asked  of  him.  He 
also  has  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  out  to  see  that  none  but 
licensed  peddlers  do  business  in  this  town. 

This  work  is  being  very  satisfactorily  performed  by  our 
present  inspector. 

FOREST  FIRES. 

While  there  have  been  altogether  too  many  of  these  fires 
during  the  past  year  we  had  only  one  that  did  any  damage. 
That  occurred  on  Spruce  Street.  The  alarm  was  delayed 
due  to  the  wrong  location  given  by  the  Fall  River  Observer 
in  conjunction  with  our  observer  and  also  to  the  inability 
of  a  resident  in  that  section  being  able  to  get  the  use  of  the 
telephone  line. 

There  were  forty-four  other  fires,  many  of  which  had 
possibilities  for  a  large  fire,  but  due  to  the  alertness  of  our 
local  observer  and  the  promptness  of  the  response  of  our 
men,  these  were  brought  under  control  before  any  damage 
was  done. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

We  have  been  fortunate  this  year  in  not  having  many 
contagious  diseases.  What  few  we  have  had  have  been 
promptly  reported  and  the  Health  Officer  has  seen  to  it  that 
quarantine  regulations  have  been  observed. 

The  Inspection  of  Milk  comes  under  this  department 
and  by  constant  inspection  and  analysis  of  our  milk  supply 
both  by  the  Inspector  of  Animals  and  the  Health  Officer, 
we  have  been  able  to  build  up  one  of  the  best  milk  supplies 
of  any  town  in  this  section.  To  do  this  means  the  careful 
inspection  of  the  barns,  the  obtaining  of  samples  during  the 
milking  of  the  cows  early  in  the  morning  and  constantly 
keeping  in  touch  with  the  producer  in  order  to  obtain  clean 
and  wholesome  milk  containing  the  proper  amount  of  solids 
and  butter  fats. 
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Our  Health  Officer  is  constantly  on  the  job  and  should 
be  commended  for  his  faithful  work. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  still  continues  to  function  in  a  very 
efficient  manner.  Each  year  as  we  watch  the  results  ob¬ 
tained  by  the  gravel  crushing  plant  purchased  in  1928,  we 
are  more  and  more  satisfied  that  no  mistake  was  made  in 
the  purchase  of  this  plant.  The  quality  and  quantity  of 
the  material  furnished  by  this  equipment  still  holds  up  to 
that  produced  when  the  plant  was  new  and  the  cost  of  up¬ 
keep  has  been  very  reasonable.  The  purchase  of  a  new 
and  larger  drag  line  this  year  has  added  to  the  output. 
10,377  cubic  yards  of  material  have  been  produced  by  it 
this  year  and  placed  on  the  roads  at  a  cost  of  $0.85  per  cubic 
yard.  This  cost  includes  all  the  labor  and  operating  ex¬ 
penses  of  both  truck  and  crushing  plant,  including  repairs 
to  the  plant. 

Through  economies  practiced  during  the  year  we  were 
enabled  late  in  the  year  to  purchase  two  new  trucks  to  re¬ 
place  three  old  ones,  a  new  snow  plow  and  repair  parts  for 
the  other  equipment.  These  purchases  will  reduce  the 
necessary  requirements  of  the  department  for  the  coming 
year. 

WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Welfare  Department  as  now  organized  is  function¬ 
ing  the  best  it  has  for  a  number  of  years  and  the  tax  payers, 
as  well  as  those  who  are  obliged  to  call  on  this  department 
for  assistance  may  feel  assured  that  their  interests  are  looked 
after  in  a  very  efficient  and  satisfactory  manner. 

This  department  has  been  very  helpful  redecorating 
the  Town  Hall  and  Bates  School.  They  furnished  the 
labor  and  the  other  departments  the  material  to  paint  all 
the  offices  in  the  Town  Hall  and  the  rooms  on  the  second 
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floor  in  the  Bates  school.  We  did  not  go  as  far  with  the 
work  as  we  might  have,  had  not  some  of  the  painters  in 
town  appealed  to  the  State  Department  of  Labor  and  In¬ 
dustries.  The  taxpayers  can  feel  therefore  that  they 
benefited  by  a  substantial  amount  in  the  money  that  has 
been  spent  by  this  department. 

The  Boy  Scouts  put  on  a  drive  in  December  to  collect 
food  and  clothing  to  be  used  by  this  department,  with  very 
commendable  results.  The  response  by  the  citizens  was 
far  beyond  the  expectations  of  the  Scouts. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

No  extensions  have  been  made  this  year  but  we  have 
added  ten  new  services.  All  main  gates  and  services  have 
been  inspected  and  needed  repairs  made. 

At  the  Pumping  Station  cement  walls  have  been  built 
along  the  river  and  on  the  borders  of  the  drainage  ditch, 
and  the  grounds  have  been  subgraded  in  preparation  of  a 
coat  of  loam  and  grass  seed  next  year. 

During  the  coming  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  renew  the 
coke  and  sand  in  the  filters. 

GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  DEPARTMENT. 

No  long  electric  extensions  have  been  built  this  year,  but 
much  work  has  been  done  in  rebuilding  the  present  distri¬ 
bution  lines,  as  these  in  many  instances  are  overloaded, 
thus  causing  low  voltage  and  unsatisfied  customers. 

A  new  bank  of  transformers  of  much  larger  capacity 
than  the  old  ones  has  been  installed  at  the  station  and 
other  needed  improvements  made. 

No  extensions  have  been  made  in  the  gas  lines. 

A  new  contract  for  the  purchase  of  gas  was  entered  into 
with  the  Taunton  Gas  Light  Co.,  effective  June  1st.  The 
price  fixed  in  this  contract  for  gas  for  domestic  use  is  10c 
per  1000  cubic  feet  less  than  the  old  contract,  with  the  price 
for  house  heating  remaining  the  same.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board: 

I  herewith  present  the  annual  report  of  the  schools  of 
the  town  and  my  fifth  as  Superintendent  of  these  schools. 

The  past  year  has  reflected  the  low  period  of  industrial 
activity  by  a  substantial  increase  in  the  membership  of  our 
secondary  schools.  It  is  always  true  that  when  industry 
does  not  demand  labor  the  schools  show  a  marked  tendency 
to  hold  their  pupils  longer  as  well  as  to  attract  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  post-graduate  students.  Our  High  School  enrollment 
shows  an  increase  of  sixty  pupils  over  a  year  ago  while  the 
graduating  class  has  just  doubled  that  of  five  years  ago. 
This  increase  has  been  taken  care  of  without  the  addition 
of  further  teaching  force  by  increasing  the  pupil-load  in 
the  various  classes  and  the  employment  of  clerical  assist¬ 
ance  in  the  office. 

Attendance  in  the  Vocational  schools  for  which  the  town 
pays  tuition,  has  tripled  this  fall.  These  classes  are  adult 
classes  mostly  and  those  enrolled  are  taking  the  opportunity 
to  increase  their  technical  knowledge  of  their  particular 
craft  or  vocation.  The  state  reimburses  the  town  for  a 
part  of  this  expense  but  it  will  of  course  be  necessary  to 
increase  the  amount  appropriated  to  take  care  of  this  item. 

All  transportation  routes  are  now  under  contract  for 
three  years  and  all  individual  reimbursement  has  been 
eliminated.  Our  transportation  is  now  both  more  efficient 
in  point  of  service  to  pupils  and  in  equipment  provided.  A 
considerable  saving  has  been  made  the  town  (and  more 
pupils  are  being  carried  than  ever  before.  The  award  of 
the  South  Middleboro  High  School  route  contract  was  made 
with  the  provision  that  public  service  be  maintained  for 
the  people  of  that  section  of  the  town  and  in  this  way  bus 
service  was  made  possible  to  the  large  group  of  South 
Middleboro  and  Rock  residents. 

One  more  forward  step  has  been  made  in  the  Suburban 
school  problem  by  the  grouping  of  the  Rock  and  South 
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Middleboro  schools.  Beginning  with  this  school  year  the 
first  two  grades  are  attending  the  Rock  school  and  the  next 
three  grades  are  in  the  South  Middleboro  school.  Pupils 
in  these  schools  should  show  a  marked  improvement  in 
progress  due  to  the  bettered  conditions  under  which  they 
are  working. 

With  the  formation  of  a  school  band  this  fall  we  have 
completed  our  program  of  instrumental  music.  The  band 
formed  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Phillips,  and  directed 
by  Mr.  Weeman,  now  numbers  over  forty  pieces  and  is 
showing  remarkable  progress  and  enthusiasm  in  the  work. 

Alfred  R.  Mack,  for  five  years  principal  of  the  high 
school,  resigned  in  June  of  this  year  to  accept  a  position  in  a 
larger  shool  system.  His  organization  of  the  work  in  the 
new  building  and  the  grade  of  work  accomplished  was  of 
the  highest  order  during  his  years  of  service. 

During  the  past  year  our  schools  have  lost  one  of  its 
faithful  friends  and  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  adopted  upon 
his  death  are  herewith  inscribed  in  this  report. 

Resolutions  on  the  Death  of  Walter  Sampson 

The  past  school  year  has  been  deeply  shadowed  by  the 
passing,  on  April  twenty-third,  of  one  of  Middleboro’s  most 
beloved  of  teachers. 

Walter  Sampson,  for  thirty-three  years  principal  of  the 
Middleboro  High  School  and  for  the  past  eight  years  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  school  system  as  Principal  Emeritus  of  this 
school,  was  a  most  loyal  co-worker,  a  firm  friend,  and  ad¬ 
visor.  His  sound  counsel  and  judgment  in  educational 
matters  of  administration  we  all  deeply  respect  and  his  loss 
we  deeply  feel.  The  sterling  character  of  this  great  teacher 
still  lives  in  the  lives  of  the  pupils  of  the  school  with  whom 
he  came  in  contact.  His  sense  of  justice,  his  wealth  of 
humor,  and  his  personal  interest  in  the  welfare  of  individual 
pupils  were  qualities  of  inestimable  value  in  the  shaping  of 
many  futures.  Throughout  his  life  the  same  democratic 
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spirit,  the  same  courtesy  to  everyone,  the  same  thoughtful¬ 
ness  of  others,  the  same  helpful  interests  in  everything  for 
the  good  of  his  fellowmen,  have  always  marked  his  earthly 
career.  Such  lives  are  a  blessing  and  leave  behind  them 
lessons  of  true  living. 

In  respect  to  the  honor  of  Walter  Sampson,  whose 
teaching  here  is  o’er  and  who  has  gone  to  meet  the  Great 
Teacher  of  us  all,  be  it  resolved  that  these  sentences  be 
inscribed  upon  the  records  of  the  School  Board  of  the  Town 
of  Middleboro  and  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  family  of  the  de¬ 
ceased  to  whom  in  this  time  of  their  great  bereavement  the 
heartfelt  sympathy  of  the  members  of  this  Board  is  sincerely 
tendered.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

January  4 ,  1932

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  Memorial  High  School.  The  purpose  of  the  report  is 
to  summarize  the  work  being  done,  to  explain  aims  and 
objectives,  and  to  make  some  recommendations  for  further 
improvements  in  the  school.  It  is  hoped  that  citizens  who 
have  been  unable  to  visit  the  school  may  thus  be  better 
able  to  appreciate  its  needs  and  to  evaluate  its  work. 

I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  include  here  a  record  of  the 
work  of  the  school  under  Mr.  Mack  last  spring  but  wish  to 
say  that  everything  was  left  in  excellent  condition.  Supplies 
were  on  hand,  the  building  in  good  order,  and  everything 
was  conducive  to  a  smooth  beginning  of  the  new  school  year, 
— a  situation  any  principal  is  happy  to  find  in  taking  up 
the  work  in  a  new  school.  Mr.  Tillson  has  been  especially 
helpful  all  the  year  and  much  credit  is  due  him  for  the 
accurate  keeping  of  many  records  and  the  handling  of  a  vast 
amount  of  detail  in  addition  to  his  excellent  work  in  the 
science  department.  I  am  sure  the  people  of  Middleboro 
know  even  better  than  I  the  great  contribution  he  is  making 
to  the  success  of  the  school. 

There  were  a  large  number  of  new  pupils  so  that  every 
available  seat  was  taken  before  the  end  of  the  first  week. 
If  there  are  more  pupils  next  year,  additional  seats  will  be 
needed  to  replace  the  chairs  now  in  use  in  the  two  study 
rooms.  The  large  number  of  pupils  who  wished  to  make 
changes  in  programs  caused  considerable  confusion  particu¬ 
larly  because  so  many  classes  were  already  filled  to  capacity. 
It  is  recommended  that  all  changes  in  programs  be  made  in 
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June  this  year  except  in  very  rare  cases.  The  principal 
will  be  very  willing  to  give  whatever  time  is  needed  for 
individual  counseling  and  conferences  with  parents  so  that 
wise  choices  may  be  made  in  April  or  May.  The  choice 
of  a  program  of  studies  is  a  very  vital  matter  and  is  deserving 
of  more  thought  than  is  usually  given  it. 

The  employment  of  a  full  time  clerk  in  the  person  of 
Miss  Bessie  M.  Yeazie  has  been  a  very  wise  measure.  With¬ 
out  clerical  assistance  a  principal  is  forced  to  spend  a  large 
share  of  his  time  in  doing  routine  work  when  he  should  be 
doing  the  more  important  work  of  helping  to  improve  class 
instruction  and  attending  to  the  problems  of  administration 
or  discipline.  Clerical  work  done  by  a  principal  is  expensive 
in  two  ways,  as  hour  for  hour  the  principal’s  time  should 
be  worth  more  than  that  of  a  clerk,  and  also,  a  school  is 
then  losing  to  a  large  degree  the  leadership  and  educational 
guidance  an  executive  is  trained  to  give  and  must  give  if  the 
school  is  to  be  properly  conducted. 

The  members  of  the  high-school  faculty  have  taken  the 
extra  load  occasioned  by  the  increased  enrollment  with  no 
complaints.  There  are  six  classes  of  over  forty  pupils,  one 
of  forty-eight,  while  the  seating  capacity  of  the  rooms  is 
normally  thirty-nine.  Without  exception  the  teachers  have 
shown  a  willingness  to  do  any  task  assigned  and  to  co-operate 
in  any  way  for  the  good  of  the  school. 

INSTRUCTION 

In  all  high  schools  there  is  an  increasing  number  of  pupils 
who  do  nost  plan  to  go  to  college  and  who  consequently  are 
not  interested  in  the  traditional  college  preparatory  subjects 
which  constitute  the  major  part  of  the  curriculum.  The 
lack  of  employment  has  forced  many  pupils  into  high  school 
either  by  law  or  because  parents  naturally  feel  that  their 
children  are  better  off  in  school  than  at  home,  idle.  This 
condition  has  created  a  need  for  a  new  type  of  general 
training  which  must  be  intensely  practical  for  the  average 
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person  and  which  may  be  less  technical  than  some  of  the 
usual  courses.  The  classes  in  college  preparatory  subjects 
should  be  reserved  for  those  who  have  some  immediate 
reason  for  pursuing  them  and  sufficient  capacity  to  do  the 
work  with  the  degree  of  excellence  demanded  by  the  colleges. 
The  non -college  group  should  be  offered  the  more  practical 
subjects  referred  to  above  or  allowed  to  enter  divisions  of 
the  classical  or  scientific  subjects  which  are  not  forced  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board.  Too  many  of  these  pupils  have  turned  to  the  com¬ 
mercial  curriculum  as  the  only  alternative  which  is  little 
better  and  results  in  lowering  the  quality  of  the  work  done 
in  that  department.  The  high  percentage  of  pupils  failing 
in  commercial  subjects  is  evidence  of  this  fact. 

Certainly  such  a  change  will  reduce  the  number  of  fail¬ 
ures,  create  added  interest  in  school  work,  and  enable  each 
pupil  to  find  work  suited  to  his  interests  and  capacity.  In 
making  this  statement  I  do  not  wish  to  imply  that  the 
common  cause  of  failure  is  not  lack  of  home  study  because 
that  is  the  cause  of  the  vast  majority  of  failures.  However, 
pupils  cannot  be  forced  to  study  but  if  the  class  work  appears 
to  be  of  value  to  them  and  is  within  their  comprehension, 
they  are  more  likely  to  desire  to  do  satisfactory  work.  In 
a  school  having  one  session  as  ours  do,  the  pupil  of  average 
ability  is  expected  to  study  from  two  to  three  hours  each 
day  at  home. 

EXTRA  CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

Extra  curricular  activities  and  some  pupil  participation 
in  control  of  them  have  been  encouraged  because  of  the 
opportunities  furnished  to  develop  social  ideals  and  habits 
of  conduct  in  conformity  to  the  highest  standards.  In 
other  words,  the  activities  provide  favorable  opportunities 
for  pupils  to  practice  the  qualities  of  the  good  citizen  and  to 
enjoy  the  practice.  Here  pupils  learn  to  be  leaders,  to  take 
responsibility  either  as  leaders  or  as  members  of  a  group, 
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to  handle  funds  properly,  and  to  be  unselfish  in  service  to 
the  organization  to  which  they  belong.  At  present  there 
is  need  for  some  means  of  encouraging  more  different  pupils 
to  engage  in  school  activities  and  to  limit  the  participation 
by  a  few  talented  and  popular  pupils.  With  all  the  values 
of  an  activities  program  it  is  necessary  to  keep  a  reasonable 
balance  between  curricular  and  extra  curricular  activities. 
Class  activities  must  always  take  precedence  over  all  others 
as  a  general  policy  and  we  adhere  closely  to  this  policy. 

A  definite  social  program  has  been  followed  with  one 
function  each  month.  Life  offers  so  many  activities  which 
call  for  social  relationships  that  those  trained  for  them  win 
advantages  and  opportunities.  More  members  of  the  lower 
classes  should  be  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunities  thus  offered. 

The  school  notes  in  the  Gazette  furnish  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  the  school  to  keep  the  citizens  of  the  town 
informed  as  to  its  activities.  A  special  effort  is  being  made 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Wentworth  to  make  the  high- 
school  notes  valuable  to  all  who  may  be  interested  in  the 
school.  We  wish  to  express  here  our  appreciation  of  the 
many  ways  the  Gazette  has  been  of  service  to  the  school. 

The  two  outstanding  new  activities  are  the  Girls’  League 
and  the  Middleboro  School  Band.  The  Girls’  League  is 
made  up  of  all  the  girls  in  school  and  is  organized  to  promote 
the  general  welfare  of  the  girls  themselves  and  to  render 
service  to  the  school.  A  constitution  has  been  adopted 
stating  the  aims  of  the  organization  and  the  duties  of  its 
respective  officers.  Already  the  League  has  made  many 
valuable  contributions  to  the  school  through  social  functions, 
a  play  day,  and  the  correction  of  some  undesirable  condi¬ 
tions.  Miss  Harriet  Keith  has  performed  the  duties  of 
president  in  a  very  creditable  manner. 

The  three  deans  of  girls,  Mrs.  Brawn,  Miss  Doris  Chase, 
and  Miss  O’Neil  sponsor  the  work  of  the  League  and  in 
addition  act  as  deans  of  the  girls  in  the  respective  classes. 
Mrs.  Brawn  is  dean  of  the  senior  girls,  Miss  Chase  of  the 
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junior  girls,  and  Miss  O’Neil  of  both  the  freshman  and 
sophomore  girls.  They  are  doing  a  very  constructive  piece 
of  work  which  has  a  fine  influence  in  the  school. 

The  band  of  more  than  thirty  pieces  is  made  up  of  pupils 
from  Bates  School  and  the  High  School  and  is  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Walter  J.  Weeman.  This  is  a  very  worth¬ 
while  activity  which  makes  a  strong  contribution  in  training 
for  the  worthy  use  of  leisure  time. 

THE  BUILDING 

The  building  is  serving  the  needs  of  the  school  very  well 
and  will  continue  to  do  so  if  kept  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 
In  the  interest  of  economy  some  parts  of  the  building  were 
not  made  to  stand  the  hard  usage  made  necessary  by  such  a 
large  student  body  as  is  now  using  the  building.  In  the 
interest  of  further  economy  every  evidence  of  breakage  and 
wear  should  be  repaired  at  once.  For  this  reason  Mr.  John 
Luipold  was  secured  as  a  part  time  assistant  to  Mr.  Goodwin 
upon  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Murphy.  Both  men  are 
doing  excellent  work  in  keeping  the  building  in  good  con¬ 
dition  but  the  full  time  of  two  men  is  needed  to  care  for  both 
building  and  grounds  properly  and  to  attend  to  minor  re¬ 
pairs.  The  desks  in  several  of  the  rooms  are  old  and, 
because  of  the  long  usage,  are  in  constant  need  of  repair. 
Mr.  Luipold  is  giving  special  attention  to  matters  of  this 
kind  and  is  well  qualified  to  do  so. 

CONCLUSION 

It  is  very  essential  that  each  pupil  make  the  school  his 
or  her  major  interest  while  a  member  of  it.  To  this  end  an 
attempt  is  made  to  offer  opportunities  for  the  expression  of 
all  talents  whether  academic,  athletic,  literary,  social, 
artistic,  or  musical.  Pupils  receive  benefit  from  the  school 
in  the  same  ratio  as  they  contribute  to  class  work  and  extra 
class  room  activities.  Outside  interests,  however  legitimate 
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in  themselves,  exert  a  harmful  influence  on  a  pupil  from  the 
standpoint  of  scholastic  success,  if  they  compete,  for  his 
interest  in  school  work. 

In  recognition  of  the  present  economic  situation  we  are 
trying  to  make  the  best  possible  use  of  the  equipment  and 
supplies  available  and  to  ask  for  only  the  things  that  are 
actually  needed  in  the  control  of  the  school,  the  maintenance 
of  healthful  conditions,  and  the  continuance  of  the  high 
scholastic  standing  which  has  been  maintained  in  the  past. 

Among  our  aims  for  Memorial  High  School,  the  following 
are  most  prominent. 

1.  To  train  ‘sound  minds  in  sound  bodies’  and  to  de¬ 
velop  habits  of  healthful  living. 

2.  To  send  each  pupil  out  into  the  world  better  pre¬ 
pared  to  be  economically  independent  and  to  establish 
firmly  in  each  pupil  an  attitude  toward  right  and  wrong 
that  will  make  him  the  right  kind  of  a  citizen. 

3.  And  finally,  ‘to  teach  pupils  to  do  better  the  desirable 
things  they  would  do  anyway,  and  to  awaken  a  desire  for, 
and  an  appreciation  of  the  best  things  in  life.’ 

The  school  can  do  little  in  the  development  of  desirable 
habits  and  attitudes  and  the  traits  that  go  to  make  up  good 
character  without  the  aid  of  the  home.  We  as  a  faculty 
shall  endeavor  to  merit  the  confidence  and  respect  necessary 
to  warrant  the  giving  of  this  aid. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  many  ways  in 
which  the  faculty,  school  officials,  parents,  and  pupils  have 
all  united  in  making  my  work  at  Memorial  High  School 
very  pleasant.  Principal  Burkland  has  been  very  co¬ 
operative  for  which  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  work 
of  the  Art  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  23, 
1931. 

We  have  art  in  the  school  curriculum  because  it  aids  in 
attaining  our  objectives  in  education.  It  assists  in  teaching 
the  lessons  of  health.  It  facilitates  the  instruction  in 
the  tool  subjects.  It  trains  the  student  for  more  worthy 
home-membership  and  enhances  his  value  in  his  vocation. 
Art  teaches  him  more  worthy  use  of  his  increasing  leisure 
time  and  develops  in  him  more  noble  character.  It  is 
possible  that  the  study  of  art  or  drawing  and  its  allied 
activities,  can  affect  the  life  and  well-being  of  the  average 
child  in  school  or  the  citizen  after  he  leaves  the  school. 

Art,  as  it  is  now  taught  and  studied  in  our  schools,  affords 
an  excellent  aid  in  the  development  of  the  powers  of  atten¬ 
tion,  accuracy,  observation,  perception,  comparison,  dis¬ 
crimination  and  original  thought.  The  pupils  imagination 
is  challenged.  Their  inventive  power  is  stimulated.  They 
find  great  joy  in  working  at  creation.  We  must  all  be 
designers  and  artists  when  we  take  our  places  as  members 
of  a  household. 

The  study  of  Art,  fosters  and  develops  that  discrimina¬ 
tion  that  sees  a  pleasing  harmony  in  certain  color  com¬ 
binations  and  that  rebels  at  the  jarring  discord  in  other 
colors  whether  they  appear  in  women’s  attire  or  in  the 
decorations  of  the  homes. 
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There  is  no  vocation  known  to  man  but  is  materially 
influenced  by  art.  The  work  of  the  butcher,  the  baker, 
the  candlestick  maker,  the  teacher,  the  preacher,  and  all 
the  rest,  is  dependent  upon  art  and  the  knowledge  and 
practice  of  its  fundamental  principles. 

Practically  the  same  work  is  being  carried  on  this  year 
as  in  the  previous  one,  although  it  has  been  possible  to 
introduce  more  advanced  problems,  because  more  interest 
is  manifest  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 

September  and  October  were  devoted  to  the  fall  nature 
study  in  all  grades,  the  upper  classes  studying  it  in  more 
detail  forms.  November  and  December  were  given  over 
to  designs  from  nature  work  which  were  applied  to  con¬ 
struction  problems  completed  in  crayon  or  water  color 
practice  appropriate  for  the  holiday  season.  The  plan 
for  the  rest  of  the  school  year  included  taking  representation, 
illustration,  and  object  drawing,  in  January  and  February; 
design,  including  color,  costume  design,  and  decoration  in 
March  and  April;  nature  and  general  review  in  May  and 
June. 

In  all  phases  of  the  work  where  it  was  possible  the  con¬ 
struction  work  was  correlated  with  arithmetic,  language, 
reading,  and  free  expression.  It  helps  in  fixing  habits  of 
accuracy,  neatness,  thinking  and  doing  things  in  an  orderly 
way;  to  develop  control  of  muscles  and  cooperation  of  mind 
with  hand,  leading  to  skill,  ability  to  follow  directions,  all  of 
which  make  way  for  working  drawings,  training  in  taste, 
decoration  of  things  made,  combinations  of  colors,  selection 
of  materials,  power  of  invention,  and  developed  application 
of  labor.  Art  Appreciation,  Picture  Study,  and  Color 
Harmony  was  given  a  large  place  in  the  study  of  Art  this 
past  year. 

The  work  in  the  High  School  has  reached  the  point  of 
specialization  in  many  cases. 

Posters,  stage  scenery,  decorations  and  costumes  for 
plays,  hall  decorations  for  school  activities  were  made  by 
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the  Art  Department.  An  Art  Exhibition  was  held  in  all 
of  the  schools  last  May  and  each  pupil’s  work  exhibited. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  am  deeply  grateful  for 
the  encouragement  and  assistance  rendered  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent,  Principals,  Teachers  and  School  Board  who  have 
been  always  ready  and  willing  to  help.  The  success  we 
enjoy  in  the  Art  Department  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to 
their  cooperation.

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  present  my  report  for  the  music  department 
season  of  1931-32.  The  most  outstanding  event  unquestion¬ 
ably  was  the  demonstration  “The  Evolution  of  the  Orchestra” 
in  which  the  growth  and  progress  of  the  instrumental  de¬ 
partment  from  the  First  Grade  to  the  High  School  was 
shown. 

The  concert  by  the  Junior  High  School  in  April  and  the 
Senior  High  School  in  May  was  an  exemplification  of  the 
work  done  in  weekly  rehearsals  in  ensemble  singing.  The 
junior  high  school  age  is  a  trying  time  in  the  vocal  life  of 
boys  and  the  drum  corps  and  brass  sections  of  the  band 
and  orchestra  is  an  opportunity  for  many  to  express  them¬ 
selves  who  might  otherwise  be  deprived. 

The  M.  H.  S.  Girls'  Glee  Club  won  many  words  of 
commendation  for  their  splendid  work  at  the  Conclave  in 
Bridgewater  last  May.  This  gathering  is  not  a  contest 
but  is  an  opportunity  to  get  together  and  see  what  others 
are  doing  in  the  same  general  line  of  work  and  for  a  musical 
uplift. 

The  Band  a  new  organization  of  forty-two  members,  is 
progressing  rapidly  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Walter 
Weeman  who  is  assisted  by  a  manager,  secretary,  and 
librarian  chosen  from  the  ranks.  No  band  is  properly 
equipped  without  uniforms  and  we  have  under  consideration 
several  plans  for  raising  funds  to  do  this  in  the  near  future. 

Is  there  any  one  of  the  fine  arts  that  is  more  often  called 
upon  to  assist  at  countless  affairs  than  music?  The  band 
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with  its  parades,  open-air  concerts,  and  playing  at  all  sorts 
of  athletic  games  is  a  most  welcome  addition;  while  the 
orchestra,  glee  clubs,  quartet,  and  soloists  function  at 
unnumbered  assemblies.  Music  is  a  beautiful  and  in¬ 
telligent  way  of  expressing  emotion.  It  is  the  only  way  in 
which  an  author  may  say  what  he  thinks  without  fear  of 
the  law.  It  is  cultural  and  refining  and  makes  for  concen¬ 
tration  as  there  is  no  study  that  calls  for  more  undivided 
attention  for  we  have  to  consider  pitch,  duration,  quality, 
tensity,  style,  and  interpretation;  while  to  vocal  music  is 
added  diction  and  pronunciation.  It  is  a  panacea  for  many 
of  the  perplexities  of  life.  It  steadies  the  feet  of  marching 
men,  lightens  the  feet  of  the  dancer,  encourages  the  athlete, 
and  brightens  any  company  where  ever  introduced.  It  is 
an  open  sesame  for  many  young  people  who  enter  college 
or  go  to  distant  localities  for  different  pursuits.  A  painting 
is  often  enhanced  by  its  frame  and  music  is  the  frame  for 
many  public  and  private  gatherings.  Browning  says 
“Music  is  the  one  art  that  is  capable  of  revealing  the  in¬ 
finite.” 

I  wish  to  publicly  thank  all  of  the  teachers  who  have 
labored  so  faithfully  to  make  the  music  affairs  of  the  schools 
so  generally  successful.

Miss  Pasztor,  our  School  Nurse,  has  had  a  busy  year,  a 
successful  year,  especially  with  the  present  day  work  and 
planning  for  the  future  work  to  be  accomplished. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  Health  Clinics  held  under 
the  advice  and  cooperation  of  our  State  District  Health 
Officer,  Dr.  Richard  P.  MacKnight.  The  Chadwick  Clinic 
for  the  tubercular  test  was  widely  accepted  and  will  result 
in  accruing  benefits  for  years  to  come.  The  immunization 
against  Diphtheria  and  the  Shick  test  was  given  a  number 
of  pre-school  children  and  should  be  received  by  all  children 
of  the  town  over  six  months  of  age.  This  immunization 
clinic  is  held  in  April  of  each  year.  The  pre-school  Clinic, 
where  all  children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  are 
examined,  was  another  forward  step  in  health  progress  for 
defects  found  could  be  properly  corrected  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months  and  all  are  then  in  the  best  of  health  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  year. 

In  closing,  let  me  again  urge  all  parents  of  children 
under  school  age  and  over  six  months,  to  attend  the  im¬ 
munization  against  Diphtheria  clinic  in  April  and  protect 
your  child  from  this  dreaded  and  unnecessary  disease.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  the  Twenty-Third  annual  report  and 
detailed  statement  of  the  duties  performed  by  the  Police 
Dept.,  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  December  31st,  1931. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  unusually  busy  one.  There 
being  a  large  increase  of  automobiles  going  down  to  the  cape, 
also  several  extra  miles  of  road  to  be  patrolled  due  to  the 
state  building  a  by-pass  from  the  Bridgewater  line  to  Fall 
Brook  corner. 

I  recommend  that  two  horns  be  installed  over  the  signal 
boxes  that  are  located  at  the  center  and  at  Everett  Square. 
To  be  used  in  case  of  calls  during  the  day,  as  at  the  present 
time  the  lights  cannot  be  seen  during  the  day.

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  that  the  operators  of  motor  vehicles  of  the  Town 
of  Middleboro  have  given  me  in  the  past  year.  We  have  had 
five  fatal  accidents  in  the  past  twelve  months,  these  accidents 
were  due  to  careless  operation  of  the  out  of  town  operators 
in  every  case  except  one.  In  all  cases  the  parties  involved 
were  brought  before  the  Fourth  District  Court,  and  were  all 
convicted  of  operating  so  as  to  endanger.  We  have  had 
fewer  accidents  and  injuries  to  person  than  we  have  had  in 
previous  years.  Three  of  these  fatal  accidents  were  on 
the  new  by-pass  and  were  pedestrians  on  the  highway. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the 
system  he  has  installed  into  the  schools  for  the  education  of 
the  children  in  regards  to  traffic. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  operators  of  the  local  telephone  ex¬ 
change  for  the  good  service  given  the  department,  which  has 
been  a  great  assistance  in  our  work. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  as¬ 
sistance  and  cooperation  given  me  by  the  Honorable  Board 
of  Selectmen,  the  Fourth  District  Court,  the  people  of  the 
Town  of  Middleborough,  and  the  officers  of  the  Department, 
who  have  helped  to  make  the  administration  of  this  depart¬ 
ment  a  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  of  Middleboro: — 

This  second  annual  report  of  the  Planning  Board  is  to 
be  considered  and  included  with  our  recial  report  on  the 
Parking  Problem  submitted  to  the  Selectmen  last  summer. 
That  special  report  represents  a  large  part  of  the  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  two  years,  and  merits 
your  earnest  consideration. 

The  Town  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Planning  Board 
half  the  amount  asked  for  at  the  February  meeting.  Later 
half  of  this  was  transferred  from  us  by  vote  of  the  Town. 
We  have  operated,  therefore,  on  one  quarter  of  our  estimated 
needs.  We  wonder  if  any  other  department  equals  this 
record. 

We  have  secured  a  single  air-map  sheet  of  a  small  part 
of  the  Town,  which  the  Assessors  are  working  up  into  a 
sample  Assessors’  Map  sheet  for  demonstration  purposes. 
This  should  aid  in  determining  the  advisability  of  airmapping 
the  whole  Town. 

A  delegation  attended  the  State  meeting  of  Planning 
Boards  at  Lowell  with  benefit  and  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 
Their  literature  has  proven  of  service. 

We  have  been  handicapped  in  that  all  our  men  members 
are  employed  and  not  available  to  attend  conferences  in  busi¬ 
ness  hours,  and  the  ladies  are  naturally  hesitant  about  at¬ 
tending  meetings  where  it  seems  certain  there  will  be  no 
other  ladies  present.  This  precluded  our  participation  in 
plans  for  police  and  courtroom  accomodations.  We  hope 
to  remedy  this  deficiency  at  this  election. 

We  have  further  considered  the  problems  connected  with 
zoning,  and  are  about  ready  to  start  an  educational  cam¬ 
paign  on  the  subject. 

We  are  prepared  to  sponsor  an  improvement  program 
for  the  Town,  by  which  the  needs  of  the  Town  over  a  period 
of  years  may  be  budgeted,  so  as  not  to  overburden  the  tax 
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rate  of  any  one  year.  Such  a  program  would  include  con¬ 
struction  to  supplant  the  Union  Street  School,  and  similar 
needs  of  the  Town  which  are  urgent. 

We  recommend  modification  of  the  water  rates  to  permit 
gradual  expansion  of  the  system;  development  of  facilities 
for  neglected  areas  such  as  Hillside  Avenue,  etc.  We  repeat 
our  last  year’s  recommendation  for  replacement  of  shade 
trees  as  a  low-cost  employment  and  improvement  project, 
and  first  steps  toward  a  park-and-play ground  development.

Planning  Board 
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REPORT  ON  PARKING  PROBLEM 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen  ; 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  the  Planning 
Board  has  made  a  study  of  the  parking  problem.  It  is  our 
privilege  at  this  time  to  formally  report  on  the  matter  to 
your  Board  and  the  Town,  that  action  may  be  taken. 

We  find  that  the  parking  situation  is  indeed  acute;  also 
that  the  new  State  Highway,  while  lessening  the  risk  of 
parking  in  the  business  district,  has  not  eased  the  real  trouble. 
State,  County  and  Town  are  building  better  roads  leading 
into  our  town,  and  extending  them  out  further  to  enable 
rural  customers  to  reach  town.  Our  merchants  spend  large 
sums  to  decorate  show  windows  and  make  the  interior  of  the 
stores  attractive.  But  between  the  roads  and  the  counters 
is  a  very  weak  link — the  parking  facilities.  Conditions 
today  are  as  if  a  splendid  system  of  railroads  had  no  depots. 

In  this  day  and  age  towns  are  more  and  more  coming 
into  active  competition  with  each  other.  In  matters  of 
trade  this  is  especially  significant.  We  strive  to  attract 
trade  from  the  surrounding  communities;  still  other  centers 
strive  to  attract  trade  from  here.  Trade  chooses  for  itself 
the  best  trading  center  for  its  purposes;  elements  involved 
are  still  distance  (though  less  important  with  better  roads), 
character  of  stores  (though  less  important  with  identical 
chain  stores  everywhere),  and  convenience. 

That  item  of  convenience  is  increasing  greatly  in  im¬ 
portance  as  the  parking  situation  becomes  worse.  It  may 
soon  be  the  all-important  consideration.  The  Carver  or 
Plympton  resident  with  the  chain-store  habit  may  trade  here 
or  at  Plymouth  or  Kingston.  No  choice  in  road  or  distance; 
little  choice  in  stores;  how  about  convenience?  The  Lake¬ 
ville  resident  chooses  between  New  Bedford,  Taunton,  and 
Middleboro.  We  must  offer  pretty  good  conveniences  to 
get  him.  And  so  on  around  our  borders — and  even  in  South 
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and  North  Middleboro  itself.  The  townspeople  would 
benefit  in  taxes,  prices,  trade  conveniences  and  store  charac¬ 
ter  could  we  double  our  trade  territory. 

During  March  and  April  we  have  been  taking  a  parking 
census  of  the  business  district  on  several  occasions  each  week. 
This  work  has  been  done  by  the  Planning  Board  members, 
without  cost.  As  a  result,  our  data  are  limited  by  the  spare 
time  of  the  members.  However,  we  find  that  in  March, 
the  average  weekly  maximum  observed  was  309  cars;  and  in 
April  351  cars  parked  in  the  business  district  at  one  time. 
We  attach  sample  sheet  showing  what  these  conditions 
represent.  Please  note  the  “misparked”  cars,  which  are 
parked  at  hydrants,  crosswalks,  driveways,  in  no-parking 
areas,  etc.  These  are  an  indication  of  the  actual  congestion. 
The  “overcrowding”  classification  is  the  additional  number 
of  cars  which  would  have  to  be  removed  to  make  the  district 
inviting  to  the  prospective  customer.  We  figure  that  one 
space  in  four  should  be  vacant,  on  the  average,  in  order  not 
to  discourage  extra  trade.  We  estimate  the  capacity  of 
the  business  district  for  convenient  parking  at  225  cars. 

In  order  to  secure  an  inviting  business  district,  we  should 
provide  accommodation  for  the  “misparked”  cars,  plus  the 
“overcrowding”  cars,  plus  the  cars  which  would  move  in 
from  School,  Peirce,  Webster  and  other  streets  to  take  the 
places  thereby  made  vacant.  A  place  for  them  must  be 
provided  which  they  will  use  from  choice  in  order  to  do  any 
good.  In  view  of  the  number  of  spaces  thus  required  (85  for 
March,  125  for  April)  there  is  no  alternative  but  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  suitable  off-street  facilities.  The  fundamental  of 
good  accessibility  for  business  development  is  well  established 
yet  there  seems  almost  a  deliberate  attempt  to  ruin  this 
accessibility  by  jamming  the  streets  with  parked  vehicles. 
In  a  few  years,  the  parking  problem  should  be  entirely  over¬ 
come  by  the  provision  of  suitable  off-street  facilities,  which 
must  be  on  a  par  with  the  street  facilities  as  regards  accessi¬ 
bility,  proximity,  and  attractiveness.

The  only  way  we  find  to  accomplish  this  and  still  preserve 
the  present  high-value  district  is  by  block-center  parking 
spaces.  These  can  be  made  reasonably  accessible,  are  in 
the  closest  proximity  to  the  stores,  and  can  be  made  as  at¬ 
tractive  as  desired.  The  eventual  development  would  be 
a  hollow  square  of  stores,  fronting  on  the  present  streets  and 
also  on  the  parking  space,  with  show  windows,  sidewalks, 
etc.  on  both.  The  cars  entering  this  space  would  be  sur¬ 
rounded  by  stores,  all  of  which  would  be  nearer  than  the 
average  motorist  is  able  to  park  at  present  during  rush  hours. 

We  have  prepared  outline  maps  of  two  such  block-center 
spaces,  one  in  the  South  Main-Wareham  Street  block  and 
one  in  the  North  Main-Center  Street  block.  Our  parking 
census  clearly  shows  that  the  greatest  need  is  for  the  North 
Main-Center  Street  space. 

We  have  studied  other  alternatives.  All  involve  conflict 
with  human  nature,  however,  as  follows: 

1.  Spreading  rush  hours.  This  would  involve  breaking 
the  Saturday  Night  habit,  which  is  quite  firmly  fixed.  Close 
study  indicates  that  it  would  be  better  to  take  advantage 
of  this  trade  habit'  by  making  Middleboro  the  only  town 
nearby  where  good  parking  is  available  on  Saturday  night, 
and  thus  draw  trade  from  competing  communities. 

2.  Avoiding  conflicts.  When  there  is  any  entertain¬ 
ment  at  Town  Hall  or  other  large  hall  on  trade  nights,  near¬ 
by  parking  facilities  are  overtaxed,  and  a  bad  impression  is 
made  on  visitors  to  such  functions.  They  will  not  venture 
to  return  to  shop.  Partial  relief  can  be  had  by  forbidding 
rental  of  Town  Hall  on  trade  nights,  though  nearsighted 
merchants  will  object.  Further  we  cannot  go. 

3.  Building  a  new  business  district,  based  on  parking 
accessibility.  It  is  unthinkable  that  we  should  thus  desert 
our  present  high-value  district. 

4.  Elimination  of  the  Park  Theatre.  Parking  conges¬ 
tion  is  worse  during  shows.  A  subsantial  part  of  the  Town 
Hall  space  is  taken  by  movie  patrons  during  show  time,  as 
well  as  space  on  South  Main,  Webster  Street,  etc.  Substi- 
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tution  of  a  parking  space  instead  of  the  theatre  would  some¬ 
what  improve  conditions,  though  the  site  is  small.  The 
cost  and  difficulties  would  probably  be  prohibitive. 

5.  Enlarge  Town  Hall  parking  space.  There  is  at 
present  no  limit  on  size  of  this  space.  Cars  can  park  over 
the  entire  rear  yard  of  the  Bates  School,  but  they  do  not. 
Instead,  they  jam  School  St.,  North  Main  St.,  etc.  In  other 
words,  the  Bates  School  yard  is  too  far  from  the  stores  to 
attract  parkers.  Even  the  bandstand  vicinity  does  not  fill 
until  theatre-time,  and  largely  empties  when  the  show  is  out. 
We  might  better  allow  parking  on  Nickerson  Street. 

6.  Enforcement  of  parking  regulations.  This  would 
make  for  a  safer  town,  but  would  decrease  trade  by  driving 
it  elsewhere. 

7.  Widening  business  streets.  The  cost  is  too  high  for 
a  general  widening,  but  opportunities  should  be  watched  for 
widening  some  stretches,  such  as  the  upper  ends  of  Wareham 
an  Jackson  Streets,  also  School  and  Peirce  Streets  at  the 
village. 

To  return  to  the  subject  of  our  planned  parking  space,  we 
described  the  needs  as  85  spaces  for  March  and  125  for  April. 
Please  note  that  these  are  not  summer-trade  figures,  but 
nearly  bed-rock  conditions.  We  anticipate  that  summer- 
visitor  figures  will  add  at  least  50  to  the  requirements,  making 
175  car  spaces  desirable.  Allowing  for  growth,  we  have 
developed  our  plan  for  a  theoretical  capacity  of  250  cars. 
After  noting  the  vagaries  of  the  haphazard  parker,  we  con¬ 
clude  that  about  225  cars  would  comfortably  fill  this  space, 
unless  some  stall-marking  system  were  employed. 

We  feel  that  we  have  shown  the  need  for  such  a  space. 
A  glance  at  our  plan  should  show  its  suitability.  We  will 
now  turn  to  means  for  developing  this  space.  The  cost  will 
depend  on  the  attitude  and  degree  of  cooperation  of  the 
owners  involved.  The  assessed  valuation  of  the  land  re¬ 
quired  is  about  $8,000.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  owners 
of  the  business  property  should  be  paid  as  much  as  the  as¬ 
sessed  valuation,  since  their  remaining  land,  with  improved 
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parking  facilities,  will  be  worth  more  than  their  entire  present 
holdings.  However,  some  adjustment  must  undoubtedly  be 
made,  and  some  of  the  land  is  residential.  We  therefore 
assume  that  $1500  must  be  paid  for  land,  and  about  $4500 
for  buildings,  grading,  lighting,  etc.,  and  a  further  $2000  for 
miscellaneous  items,  making  a  total  of  $8000. 

This  might  be  furnished  and  the  work  carried  out  in 
three  ways: 

1.  By  the  Town. 

2.  By  the  merchants. 

3.  By  the  Town  at  the  expense  of  business  property 
abuttors. 

The  Town  is  not  the  direct  beneficiary  of  the  work,  but 
the  merchants  would  immediately  be  benefitted.  However, 
the  Town  has  the  authority,  and  might  vote  the  funds.  We 
do  not  recommend  this. 

The  merchants  could  finance  the  work,  but  if  trouble 
developed  with  any  one  of  the  fifteen  property  owners,  they 
would  have  no  authority  to  take  land  legally  for  the  work. 
It  hardly  seems  possible  that  the  merchants  could  carry  it  out. 

However,  the  laws  (Chap.  79,  80  and  80 A)  provide  a 
means  by  which  the  Town  could  take  the  land  under  its 
powers  of  Eminent  Domain,  carry  out  the  development, 
and  assess  the  costs  on  the  benefitted  abuttors.  All  may 
have  ten  years  to  pay,  and  rents  may  be  raised  to  reimburse 
owners,  leases  notwithstanding.  Assuming  that  $800  per 
year  were  to  be  raised,  and  the  entire  cost  met  by  the  25 
stores  in  the  block,  the  average  store  would  be  assessed  $32 
per  year.  This  is  a  negligible  amount  for  the  benefits  received. 
Of  course  the  owners  would  be  put  to  an  additional  expense 
for  building  entrances  and  probably  show  windows  on  the 
parking  space. 

The  actual  spreading  on  the  assessment  of  benefits  is  a 
detail  for  the  legal  profession.  The  Board  has  attempted 
to  estimate  how  this  would  be  done,  giving  due  weight  to 
store  area,  land  value,  and  distance  from  parking  to  store 
counters.  We  have  spread  the  assessments  on  three  differ- 
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ent  bases,  and  find  the  greatest  benefit  for  any  one  store 
varies  from  $98  to  $127  per  annum,  and  the  least  from  $2  to 
$5  per  annum.  The  smallest  is  for  the  School  St.  barber 
shop,  and  the  largest  is  for  either  the  Five  and  Ten  or  the 
Ryder  store,  depending  on  the  method  used.  An  average 
of  the  three  spreads  might  be  most  equitable.  We  append 
a  map  showing  the  average  of  the  three. 

The  objection  will  be  raised  that  these  assessments  are 
not  spread  on  the  residential  property  abutting  on  the  space 
as  well.  To  meet  this,  the  deeds  may  be  drawn  so  that,  in 
order  to  obtain  access  from  such  property  to  the  space  for 
business  purposes,  a  contribution  must  be  made  by  the  owner, 
which  would  be  spent  for  improvements  on  the  space.  Some 
such  arrangement  is  essential,  as  the  execution  of  this  pro¬ 
ject  will  speedily  convert  all  abutting  residential  property 
into  business  property. 

Also,  objection  will  be  raised  that  we  do  not  assess  owners 
of  stores  across  the  street.  This  may  be  met  by  putting 
the  boot  on  the  other  foot.  If  across-the-street  owners  find 
At  necessary  later  to  develop  center-block  parking  in  their 
own  blocks,  stores  already  having  center-block  parking  should 
not  be  assessed  therefor.  The  most  direct  benefits  will  of 
course  accrue  to  the  abutting  stores  in  any  case. 

We  suggest  that  this  report  be  published  in  suitable 
form  and  distributed  to  the  business  men  and  others  involved ; 
that  your  Board  call  a  public  hearing  on  the  matter  after 
such  publication;  and  that  suitable  articles  be  inserted  in 
the  warrant  for  a  Town  Meeting  as  soon  as  advisable.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 

There  is  little  of  unusual  interest  in  this  department 
this  year. 

All  the  hydrants  have  been  flushed,  tested  and  greased 
twice;  once  in  the  spring  and  again  in  the  early  winter,  in 
order  that  we  may  be  reasonably  sure  they  will  not  freeze 
during  the  winter. 

All  the  main  gates  have  been  tested  and  those  found 
needing  repairs  have  been  fixed.  The  curb  boxes  have  all 
been  brought  up  to  grade  and  the  curb  stops  tested  and  re¬ 
paired.  The  dead  meters  have  been  taken  out,  repaired 
and  reset. 

In  the  fall  it  appeared  that  there  would  be  a  balance  in 
this  appropriation.  In  order  to  assist  the  unemployment 
situation  and  also  to  improve  the  grounds  around  the  Pump¬ 
ing  Station,  some  much  needed  grading  was  done;  the  river 
and  brook  walled  in,  and  when  a  coat  of  loam  is  placed  over 
the  sub-grade,  which  we  hope  to  do  next  year,  the  grounds 
around  the  Station  will  be  much  improved. 

The  Alteration  plant  has  done  its  work  satisfactorily 
this  year,  but  in  1932  it  will  be  necessary  to  remove  the  sand 
in  the  sand  filter  and  the  coke  in  the  reisler,  as  this  expense 
amounts  to  about  two  thousand  dollars,  there  will  be  but 
little  money  available  for  any  other  improvements  in  this 
department  next  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  in  previous  years,  have 
endeavored  to  faithfully  discharge  their  duties. 

The  year  in  many  ways  has  been  a  difficult  one,  with  the 
demands  on  certain  departments  unusually  heavy. 

We  were,  however,  able  to  close  our  fiscal  year  with  no 
overdrafts  in  any  department  and  without  having  to  make 
additional  appropriations  other  than  those  at  our  Annual 
Town  Meeting  to  carry  on. 

The  wisdom  of  the  voters  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in 
allowing  transfers  of  funds  within  the  department  was  of 
assistance  in  meeting  our  unusual  problems  and  accrued  to 
the  benefit  of  the  tax  payers. 

It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  recall  that  while  our  tax 
rate  of  1928  was  $35.80  per  thousand  it  had  been  reduced 
in  1931  to  $31.40,  a  reduction  of  $3.90  per  thousand.  This 
has  been  accomplished  without  drawing  on  any  surplus  in 
the  treasury  and  in  the  face  of  a  slight  decrease  in  the  total 
assessed  valuation.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  our 
Excess  and  Deficiency  account  shows  a  balance  of  $46,756.68; 
unexpended  balances  to  the  amount  of  $3,116.82  having 
been  credited  to  this  account  during  the  year.  All  of  this 
shows  that  financially  the  town  of  Middleboro  is  in  good 
condition  and  in  a  position  to  carry  on  successfully  in  the 
future. 

Our  Town  Manager  has,  as  has  been  his  custom  and  in 
accordance  with  the  duties  of  his  office,  assumed  full  charge 
of  the  many  existing  details  of  our  town  administration. 
In  doing  so  he  has  co-operated  fully  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  has  shown  a  fine  interest  in  his  work  and 
disposition  to  be  of  real  service  and  help  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties. 
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The  decrease  in  the  income  of  our  taxpayers  during 
the  past  few  years  adds  additional  responsibility  to  those  in 
charge  of  our  Municipal  affairs.  In  order  to  meet  this 
situation  it  may  be  necessary  that  all  of  us  be  prepared  to 
make  some  sacrifice,  that  the  taxable  burden  may  be  less¬ 
ened.

Article  2 :  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  by  tax  or  other¬ 
wise  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  town 
for  the  current  year,  appropriate  the  same  and  to  act  any¬ 
thing  in  relation  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes 
for  the  year.

I  herewith  hand  you  the  report  of  the  Weights  and  Meas¬ 
ures  Department  for  the  year  1931. 

The  State  Standards  are  in  excellent  condition,  being 
oiled  and  wiped  after  being  used.  The  weights  owned  by 
the  town  and  used  in  field  work  are  in  great  need  of  being 
renickeled.  It  should  be  done  at  once  in  order  to  save  the 
town  a  greater  expense  some  time  later.  The  weights  used 
in  testing  coal  scales  have  been  scraped  and  repainted  and 
are  now  in  good  condition.  The  gasolene  test  cans  have  been 
all  equipped  with  new  glass  tubes  which  make  a  quicker 
reading  possible  and  all  cans  are  in  good  condition.  Gaso¬ 
lene  pumps  still  need  constant  attention  if  the  riding  public 
is  to  get  correct  measurement.  In  a  great  many  instances 
the  old  style  hand  pumps  have  been  taken  out  and  electric 
pumps  put  in  to  take  their  place.  In  cases  of  this  kind  the 
revenue  has  been  cut  down  four-fifths.  While  in  my  opinion 
the  electric  pump  has  come  to  stay  it  is  a  question  which  is 
the  best. 

Butter  has  to  be  watched  and  reweighed  continually. 
Potatoes  that  come  through  in  burlap  sacks  are  required  to 
be  weighed  before  being  sold.  Flour  also  has  to  be  watched 
and  reweighed.  There  was  one  prosecution  in  Court  for 
using  condemned  scales.  The  State  Inspector  complained 
to  the  Sealer.  Oil  jars  are  now  coming  through  with  State 
seal.  All  Clinical  thermometers  have  been  listed  and  tabula¬ 
tion  sent  to  the  State  House.  The  State  Department  in 
Boston  is  all  the  time  requiring  more  and  more  from  the 
Sealers,  which  causes  a  decided  increase  in  the  work  of  the 
Department.  This  detail  work  requires  a  lot  of  extra  time. 

A  general  summary  of  the  work  follows: — Pieces  sealed — 
1402,  pieces  non-sealed — 28,  pieces  adjusted — 66,  pieces 
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condemned — 32.  1608  trial  weighings  were  made,  1580  were 
correct,  16  under,  12  over.  19  stores  were  inspected  for 
paper  cartons.  Inspections  made  were — 20  peddlers'  licen¬ 
ses,  5  milk  dealers'  jars,  26  food  marking,  5  milk  cans,  6 
transient  vendors’  licenses,  3  stores  on  clinical  thermometers, 
20  peddlers'  scales,  8  ice  scales,  2  junk  scales,  7  ice  cream 
cans,  152  miscellaneous  inspections.  77  pumps  were  re¬ 
tested  with  263  stops.  Bread  weight  and  labels  with  mark¬ 
ings  were  also  inspected.  All  complaints  were  investigated 
and  adjusted.  A  number  of  warnings  given  offenders  were 
all  cheerfully  complied  with  the  law  after  being  set  right. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  make  this  year  as 
successful  as  it  has  been.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Middleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

It  is  my  pleasure,  herewith,  to  present  for  your  consider¬ 
ation,  the  report  of  the  Moth  Department  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing  December  31,  1931. 

At  the  outset  of  each  year,  the  Department  is  required 
by  town  and  state  legislation  to  cover  the  private  property 
of  the  town  in  search  of  gypsy  moth  egg  clusters  and  brown 
tail  nests.  When  found,  these  nests  and  egg  clusters  were 
creosoted  and  destroyed,  the  property  owner  being  charged 
a  small  amount  for  the  time  employed  for  the  work.  This 
work  of  creosoting  was  in  order  until  the  arrival  of  the  spring 
months. 

Early  in  April,  when  the  roadside  wild  cherry  leaves  were 
large  enough  to  hold  spray,  the  Department  sprayed  the 
main  roadsides  of  the  town  with  arsenate  of  lead.  This 
means  of  timely  spraying,  we  feel,  effectively  suppressed  the 
tent  caterpillar  for  the  season.  However,  we  were  handi¬ 
capped  somewhat  in  our  spraying  by  the  wet  spring  which 
was  encountered. 

During  the  latter  part  of  May,  or  more  accurately,  when 
the  apple  blossom  petals  were  ninety  per  cent  fallen,  the  De¬ 
partment  began  the  calyx  spray  for  private  owners,  the  town 
furnishing  the  arsenate  of  lead  and  the  owner  paying  for 
added  material,  if  desired.  Our  records  show  that  237 
spray  jobs  were  applied  during  1931,  this  being  a  slight 
increase  over  the  previous  year.  The  above  figures  include 
the  spraying  of  fruit  orchards,  shrubbery,  cranberry  bogs 
and  upland,  and  shade  trees. 

At  this  time,  also,  we  sprayed  for  the  gypsy  moth  and  elm 
tree  beetle,  both  pests  of  which  were  numerous  this  past  year. 
The  East  Middleboro  section  of  the  town  was  heavily  in- 
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fested  with  gypsy  moths,  while  the  North  Middleboro  sec¬ 
tion  carried  a  very  light  infestation.  The  elm  leaf  beetle 
was  found  in  practically  every  section  of  the  town,  and  as 
far  as  possible,  the  trees  were  sprayed  with  our  large  ten  horse 
power  sprayer,  while  the  roadside  spraying  by  our  two  small 
sprayers  took  care  of  the  gypsy  moth.  However,  where 
heavy  infestations  were  encountered,  our  large  sprayer  was 
brought  into  play.  In  all  cases,  arsenate  of  lead  was  used. 

Brown  tail  moths  have  been  found  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Star  Mills  and  some  satin  moths  in  South  Middleboro. 

The  fall  tent  caterpillar,  ordinarily  a  minor  pest,  was 
numerous  in  Middleboro  this  past  year,  as  it  was  all  over 
New  England,  and  it  did  some  damage.  The  Department 
combated  this  pest  by  destroying  egg  clusters  where  found, 
and  improved  the  unsightliness  by  destroying  the  tents. 

Our  equipment  was  improved  greatly  by  the  mounting 
of  our  large  sprayer  on  a  White  chassis,  enabling  us  to  mano- 
euver  it  much  more  quickly  and  efficiently  than  in  the  past. 

As  for  the  coming  year,  we  may  reasonably  predict  an 
extremely  heavy  infestation  of  the  gypsy  moth.  Neither 
the  wilt  desease  nor  the  parasites  which  usually  aid  in  des¬ 
troying  moths  have  been  observed  in  great  quantities,  while 
this  years  hatch  of  moth  egg  clusters  has  been  abnormally 
large. 

The  sprayers  are  in  good  condition  but  the  Department 
needs  a  new  truck  to  replace  the  one  purchased  in  1926.  If 
secured,  we  should  be  able  to  meet  the  situation  another  year 
in  good  order. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  the  town  of 
Middleboro,  the  town  officials  and  the  Departments  for  the 
help  and  thoughtfulness  which  has  been  given  this  Depart- 
ment  during  1931.

One  dog’s  head  was  sent  to  Division  of  Animal  Industry 
for  examination  for  symptoms  of  rabies.  A  negative  report 
was  received. 

At  the  request  of  several  interested  farmers,  and  with  the 
permission  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Industry,  I  have  cir¬ 
culated  a  petitition  for  an  Area  test  in  connection  with  the 
annual  inspection.  Under  the  provisions  of  Sec.  33B,  Chap. 
129  of  the  General  Laws,  if  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  cattle 
owners,  or  if  the  owners  of  eighty-five  per  cent  of  the  cattle 
in  a  town  sign  a  petition  for  an  Area  test,  the  State  will  apply 
the  Tuberculine  test  to  all  cattle  in  the  Town,  and  continue 
to  test  them  under  State  and  Federal  supervision  thereafter. 
To  date  I  have  92  owners  representing  966  head  of  cattle 
signed  up.  This  represents  about  70  per  cent  of  the  cattle 
in  town. 

Owing  to  the  limited  funds  in  the  State  for  this  work, 
new  herds  are  being  tested  only  under  the  Area  test  plan. 
It  is  hoped  that  15  per  cent  more  of  the  cattle  will  be  signed 
up  so  as  to  make  this  Area  test  possible  in  Middleboro.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  Wires 
in  the  town  of  Middleboro  ending  December  31,  1931.

I  have  attended  ten  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  Electrical  Inspectors  and  three  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Association  held  at  Boston  and  the  four  day  in¬ 
spectors’  convention  held  at  Pittsburg,  Pa. 

Much  time  at  these  meetings  was  taken  for  general  dis¬ 
cussion  and  study  of  the  new  National  Electrical  Code  which 
is  effective  from  January  1,  1932. 

The  inspectors  have  been  requested  to  caution  the  Public 
about  the  sale  and  use  of  electrical  appliances  which  have  not 
been  inspected  and  labeled  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  as  safe  to  use.  The  words  ‘ ‘Approved  by  the 
Underwriters”  should  be  on  any  electrical  appliance  you  use. 

The  hot  water  heaters  that  attach  to  the  faucet  are  one 
of  the  most  dangerous  electric  devices  out  and  have  caused 
many  fires  and  in  some  cases  deaths.  None  of  these  heaters 
have  been  approved  by  the  Underwriters  at  this  time. 

I  have  found  a  number  of  places  where  the  fuses  have  been 
tampered  with  so  that  there  was  no  protection  whatever. 
This  effects  your  insurance  policy  and  should  not  be  done. 
The  fuse  is  put  there  for  your  safety  and  should  always  be 
there  and  should  it  blow,  replace  it  with  one  of  proper  size, 
which  is  not  over  15  amperes  on  any  ordinary  lighting  branch 
circuit. 

I  have  had  the  co-operation  of  the  inspectors  from  the 
State  Examiners  of  Electricians,  and  it  was  through  them 
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that  for  not  reporting  wiring  to  the  local  inspector  and  wiring 
without  a  license  one  man  was  prosecuted  in  the  local  court 
this  year. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  thank  your  Board  and  the  Town 
Manager  for  assistance  given  me  in  carrying  out  my  duties.

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FOREST  WARDEN 

There  have  been  a  total  of  49  fires  this  year,  burning  over 
a  total  of  71  acres,  divided  as  follows: — 25  grass  fires — 6F2 
acres;  20  in  scrub  and  second  growth — 13  R?  acres;  2  in  forests 
— 50  acres;  2  railroad  fires  on  grass  land — 1  acre,  causing  a 
total  loss  of  $835.00  which  occurred  in  the  forest  lands,  there 
being  no  estimated  damage  on  the  grass  and  scrub  land. 

The  total  cost  of  extinguishing  these  fires  was  $1073.11, 
or  an  average  cost  per  fire  of  $21.70.  This  cost  was  for  labor 
and  material,  as  the  Forest  Warden  receives  no  compensation 
for  the  time  he  puts  in  on  this  work. 

Our  forest  fire  fighting  force  is  composed  of  one  truck  from 
the  Fire  Department,  equipped  with  extinguishers,  pump 
cans,  etc;  one  power  sprayer  manned  by  the  Moth  Depart¬ 
ment;  one  power  sprayer  manned  by  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment;  one  600  gallon  tank  wagon  and  one  800  gallon  tank 
wagon  filled  with  water  to  supply  the  sprayers.  All  these 
do  not  attend  each  fire  but  are  on  call  when  needed.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  has  accomplished  much  in  graveling 
roads  this  year.  While  most  of  the  work  as  usual  has  been 
on  the  outside  roads,  repairs  were  made  on  Cottage  Court 
and  Lovell  St.  Both  these  streets  were  gravelled,  rolled 
and  given  two  coats  of  tar. 

The  gravel  crushing  plant  is  continuing  to  give  very 
good  results,  and  by  the  purchase  of  a  new  drag  line  this 
spring,  its  capacity  has  increased,  as  well  as  the  equality  of 
the  material  produced.  Our  first  set-up  was  in  the  Cushman 
St.  pit  from  which  we  used  5157  cubic  yards  and  placed  it 
on  the  following  streets: — Wood  St.  750  ft.  Grove  St,  to  St. 
Mary’s  Cemetery;  Wood  St.  1600  ft.,  Bridge  St.  toward 
Vaughn  Street;  Wood  St.  1300  ft.  new  cut-off  at  Acorn 
Street;  Wood  St.,  Wareham  St.  toward  Sachem  Street; 
Wood  St.  2000  ft.  continuing  1930  graveling  to  the  Green; 
Beach  St.  1200  ft.,  East  St.  1300  ft.,  Tispaquin  St.  6300  ft. 
Thomas  St.  300  ft.  and  Purchase  St.  1600  ft. 

In  October  the  plant  was  moved  to  the  Center  St.  pit 
in  North  Middleboro,  from  which  we  used  5220  cubic  yards, 
and  placed  it  on  the  following  streets: — Clay  St.  4000  ft., 
Mill  St.  1200  ft.,  Pleasant  St.  4300  ft.,  Center  St.  2300  ft. 
and  Vaughn  St.  1600  ft. 

The  total  length  of  these  streets  is  5.8  miles. 

PATCHING 

The  usual  amount  of  patching  has  been  done  this  year 
in  which  7835  gallons  of  patching  compound  was  used. 

OILING 

Less  oiling  was  required  this  year  than  last,  showing 
that  the  constant  care  in  patching  small  holes  as  they  come, 
and  paint  patching  when  needed,  is  giving  good  results. 

23,000  gallons  of  Asphalt  and  6,800  gallons  of  Tar  were 
used  on  17  streets. 
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One  of  the  most  satisfactory  resurfacing  jobs  that  we 
have  done  was  on  South  Main  St.  from  Grove  St.  to  the 
Lakeville  line.  The  material  that  was  used  is  what  is 
known  as  Tar  Re-tread.  One  application  of  this  material 
and  the  use  of  the  road  hone  smoothed  this  bumpy  piece  of 
road  to  such  an  extent  and  was  so  materially  improved  that 
I  received  many  favorable  comments,  which  is  quite  unusual, 
and  pleased  me  very  much. 

SIDEWALKS 

Gravel  and  ash  sidewalks  were  built  or  resurfaced  on  13 
streets. 

A  contract  was  let  this  year  to  Powers  Bros,  of  Brockton 
to  rebuild  Center  St.  and  Taunton  St.  from  near  Lovell  St. 
to  the  State  road,  but  the  repairing  of  the  damage  done  to 
the  adjacent  property  on  Center  St.,  due  to  the  widening 
of  this  street  was  not  included  in  his  contract.  This  work 
was  done  by  this  department  under  the  supervision  of  the 
State  Engineer,  and  the  expense  was  charged  to  the  funds 
provided  by  the  State,  County  and  Town  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  these  streets. 


BRIDGES 

The  ends  of  two  of  the  piers  of  the  bridge  on  Vernon  St. 
over  the  Taunton  River  gave  away  early  in  the  spring, 
necessitating  the  patching  of  these  with  concrete.  This 
bridge  is  in  very  poor  shape  and  will  have  to  be  rebuilt 
before  many  years. 

The  large  railroad  bridge  on  West  Grove  St.  was  re¬ 
planked  with  asphalt  planking,  a  new  form  of  material,  and 
is  apparently  giving  good  results. 

As  is  usual  each  year  some  repairs  were  necessary  on  the 
stone  bridge  over  the  river  on  Nemasket  St. 

SEWERS  AND  DRAINS 

The  sewer  and  drainage  conditions  in  the  center  of  the 
town  are  very  poor  and  require  much  constant  expense  to 
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keep  them  operating  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Two  much 
needed  new  drainage  systems  to  relieve  flooding  conditions 
are  on  Vine  St.  and  North  St. 

The  usual  number  of  stoppages  in  house  connections 
have  been  taken  care  of  and  a  few  new  connections  added. 

SNOW  AND  ICE. 

There  were  five  snow  storms  this  year  during  which  it 
was  necessary  to  send  out  the  plows,  but  considerable 
sanding  was  necessary. 


EQUIPMENT 

By  carefully  conserving  our  appropriation  we  were  able 
to  purchase  this  Fall  two  new  trucks  to  replace  three  old 
ones,  one  of  which  had  been  in  service  since  1923.  We  also 
purchased  repair  parts  for  our  other  equipment  so  that  we 
start  the  new  year  with  our  trucks  and  equipment  in  very 
good  condition. 

We  therefore  can  operate  our  department  with  a  much 
smaller  appropriation  the  coming,  year,  without  sacrificing 
our  usual  maintenance  and  construction  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF 
PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  AID  TO  AGRICULTURE,  1931 

Middleboro 

Through  local  and  county-wide  meetings  of  farmers  and 
homemakers,  through  timely  circular  letters,  through  the 
4-H  clubs  organized  for  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  county, 
and  by  means  of  personal  correspondence,  individual  service 
to  farmers  and  members  of  their  families,  and  by  assisting 
in  the  orderly  marketing  of  agricultural  products,  the 
Plymouth  County  Extension  Service,  during  1931,  co¬ 
operated  with  every  town  in  the  county  in  bringing  to  its 
citizens  information  regarding  agriculture  and  homemaking. 
Very  nearly  six  thousand  families  in  the  county  have  re¬ 
ceived  assistance,  information,  or  advice  from  the  Extension 
Service  this  past  year. 

The  following  paragraphs  summarize  very  briefly  some 
of  the  ways  through  which  the  town  of  Middleboro  was  able 
to  take  advantage  of  service  offered  through  this  organiza¬ 
tion. 

No  town  in  the  county  has  received  as  great  an  amount 
of  personal  service  from  the  agricultural  agents  as  has 
Middleboro.  A  total  of  eighty  personal  visits  were  made  to 
farmers  to  give  advice  on  dairying,  poultry  raising,  fruit 
and  cranberry  growing  and  woodlot  problems.  Letters  and 
bulletins  were  sent  regularly  to  396  farmers  on  these  various 
subjects. 

Two  dairy  meetings,  a  poultry  meeting  and  another  for 
turkey  growers,  all  held  in  Middleboro  during  the  year, 
furnished  unusual  opportunities  for  the  citizens  of  the  town 
to  secure  information  on  those  subjects. 

Through  cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture,  tests  of  sediment  and  the  keeping  qualities  of 
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the  milk  supply  of  Middleboro  were  made.  This  has  been 
of  help  to  the  Board  of  Health  in  maintaining  the  high 
standards  of  the  town. 

During  the  county- wide  rat  control  campaign,  this  past 
fall,  104  packages  of  especially  prepared  bait  were  supplied 
citizens  of  the  town  at  cost. 

In  Middleboro,  organized  groups  in  child  development, 
children's  clothing,  and  garment  finishes  have  completed 
units  of  work  during  the  year.  Many  sections  of  the  town 
were  represented  at  our  one-day  school  at  which  was  demon¬ 
strated  the  preparation  and  service  of  community  meals. 
Many  homemakers  have  attended  county-wide  meetings 
in  clothing  selection.  Registration  for  our  monthly  letters 
in  child  care  and  in  gardening  and  canning  totals  over  a 
hundred  homemakers. 

There  were  239  4-H  club  members  enrolled  during  the 
past  year  in  the  following  clubs:  clothing,  food,  garden, 
handicraft,  music  lovers,  poultry  and  room  improvement. 

The  organized  clubs  met  regularly  under  the  supervision 
of  adult  leaders.  In  the  spring,  exhibits  of  the  articles 
made  were  held. 

Maurice  Goodell,  Rock,  was  selected  as  the  Plymouth 
County  poultry  delegate  to  the  State  4-H  club  camp. 

Sherwood  Griffith  won  the  first  annual  contest  for  ad¬ 
vanced  handicraft  club  members  in  Plymouth  County. 

Florence  Belrose  won  the  news  writing  contest  and  re¬ 
ceived  as  a  reward  a  trip  to  Camp  Gilbert.  Alice  Howe 
was  chosen  as  the  delegate  in  foods  to  attend  the  state  camp. 

Lillian  Jackson  was  selected  as  the  representative  from 
Plymouth  County  to  attend  the  first  state  training  camp 
for  two  weeks.  Edith  Graham  was  one  of  the  delegates 
who  attended  Camp  Field  at  Brockton. 

Ethel  Wiksten  won  fourth  place  in  one  class  of  the  dress 
contest. 

Garden  club  members  raised  products  valued  at  approx¬ 
imately  $500.

I  herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  as  Inspector  of 
Milk  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

I  have  attended  the  hearings  held  in  the  State  House 
before  the  Legislative  Committee  working  on  uniform  laws 
for  the  inspection  of  Dairies  and  Farms.  The  feeling  seems 
to  be  constantly  growing  that  towns  and  cities  should  adopt 
regulations  requiring  pasteurized  milk  or  milk  from  Tuber¬ 
culin-Tested  cows  only,  and  I  think  these  regulations  will 
become  state-wide  before  many  years. 

The  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  has  used  the 
Methylene- Blue  Test  for  keeping  quality,  also  the  Sediment 
Test,  and  had  a  very  good  report. 

All  our  Producers  are  selling  a  very  good  grade  of  milk, 
as  will  be  seen  from  a  perusal  of  the  results  of  examination 
of  milk  which  show  all  above  the  State  requirements.

We  were  very  fortunate,  in  the  epidemic  of  Infantile 
Paralysis  throughout  the  State,  that  we  had  only  seven  cases, 
six  of  them  children  who  all  recovered;  one  adult,  the  only 
death.

I  have  the  honor  and  pleasure  to  present  the  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

The  Public  Library  has  doubtless  meant  more  to  many 
of  our  people  the  past  year  than  ever  before.  It  has  been 
evident  that  our  borrowers,  many  of  them  without  employ¬ 
ment,  have  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  read, 
both  in  the  way  of  education  and  preparing  themselves  for 
future  work,  and  to  take  their  thoughts  off  their  own  mis¬ 
fortunes  and  acquire  a  happier  frame  of  mind.  This  slogan 
seems  to  have  been  adopted  generally,  and  a  good  one,  too, — 
“In  times  like  these,  Tis  well  to  read.” 

It  has  been  an  unusually  busy  year.  The  staff  has  been 
forced  to  work  constantly  at  high  pressure  to  cope  with  the 
increased  amount  of  work,  and  the  book  resources  have  been 
drained  to  the  utmost  to  meet  the  increased  circulation. 
At  times  it  has  been  simply  impossible  to  find  a  western  story 
or  a  mystery  story,  the  two  most  popular  types,  on  the 
shelves.  The  total  circulation  for  the  year  is  92,000  volumes, 
an  increase  of  nearly  10,000  over  last  year’s  circulation. 

At  a  time  when  so  many  libraries  are  hard  pressed  for 
money  to  purchase  books,  we  are  indeed  fortunate  that  we 
have  the  income  from  a  sum  of  money  left  the  library  by 
Mr.  Thomas  S.  Peirce,  to  be  used  exclusively  for  books. 

Of  course  this  does  not  help  in  any  way  to  pay  for  the 
upkeep  of  the  library,  and  for  this  the  town  appropriated 
$6,740  to  cover  salaries,  fuel  and  light,  supplies,  etc.,  for  1931. 

The  fines  count  up  amazingly,  and  this  past  year  we  turn¬ 
ed  over  to  the  Treasurer  $335.39  collected  in  fines,  which  is 
turned  back  into  Town  funds. 


DEPOSITS  OF  BOOKS. 


As  in  other  years,  we  have  deposits  of  books  at  the  follow¬ 
ing  schools;  South  Middleboro,  Purchade,  Green,  Thompson 
St.,  Waterville,  Wappanucket,  West  Side,  Bates  and  School 
Street.  In  most  of  these  schools  the  children  are  allowed 
to  take  the  books  home  to  read. 

The  Montgomery  Home  still  enjoys  a  group  of  books, 
these  being  changed  at  regular  intervals. 

We  regret  exceedingly  that  the  North  Middleboro  branch 
has  been  discontinued.  It  was  no  longer  possible  for  Mrs. 
Stephen  Richmond,  who  has  so  faithfully  served  as  librarian, 
to  continue  the  work,  and  no  one  was  found  who  would  take 
the  collection  of  books  into  their  home  and  act  as  librarian. 
Sincere  thanks  are  due  Mrs.  Richmond  for  the  splendid  work 
she  did  over  the  period  of  two  years  that  she  served  as  li¬ 
brarian  and  cared  for  the  books  in  her  home. 

DUPLICATE  PAY  COLLECTION. 

The  duplicate  pay,  or  rental  collection,  has  been  a  great 
success.  It  has  met  with  the  approval  of  the  borrowers, 
very  often  expressed.  In  the  past  year,  there  was  a  circula¬ 
tion  of  rental  books  of  1,520.  We  have  collected  in  two- 
cent-a-day  charges,  $154.40,  and  with  this  money  have  added 
seventy-eight  new  books  to  the  Rental  Collection. 

REPAIRS. 

Very  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  repairs, — at  least 
in  a  big  way.  There  have  been  various  small  repairs  neces¬ 
sary  that  have  used  up  the  money  appropriated  for  this 
purpose.  The  front  doors  have  been  refinished  and  the 
shrubs  in  the  yard  have  been  pruned,  besides  numerous 
smaller  repairs  that  had  to  be  taken  care  of.  The  shrubs 
have  had  nothing  done  to  them  for  a  great  many  years, 
and  were  badly  in  need  of  care. 
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ACTIVITIES. 

During  Book  Week  we  had  the  usual  large  and  interest¬ 
ing  display  of  children’s  books  in  the  Trustees’  room.  In 
the  Community  room  was  a  collection  of  new  books  for  adults, 
and  a  fascinating  exhibit  of  Indian  pottery  and  jewelry  loan¬ 
ed  the  library  by  Mrs.  Alton  G.  Pratt  and  Mrs.  John  G. 
Howes.  In  the  exhibition  hall,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Goodwin  of 
Middleboro  had  an  exhibit  of  his  original  designs  in  color. 

A  Reading  Club  is  held  in  the  Community  Room  every 
other  week,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Cabot  Club.  This  is 
an  activity  that  ties  up  in  a  most  satisfactory  way  with  the 
library,  in  that  it  makes  the  books  in  the  library  better 
appreciated  and  more  widely  read. 

The  Community  Room  has  been  used  for  many  other 
projects, — the  District  Nursing  Association,  the  4-H  Club 
and  the  Cabot  Club  all  enjoying  its  use  for  meetings  of  various 
kinds. 

The  pupils  of  the  Junior  High  School  have  been  to  the 
library  for  the  five  lessons  they  receive  in  the  use  of  the  lib¬ 
rary. 

A  new  scheme  was  tried  this  year  at  the  suggestion  of 
Mr.  Burkland.  The  seventh  grade  was  brought  in  small 
groups  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  library.  The 
class  was  conducted  over  the  building  and  the  work  of  the 
various  departments  explained  in  detail.  There  were  chil¬ 
dren  in  each  group  who  had  never  before  been  in  the  library, 
but  since  their  visit,  have  taken  out  cards  and  become  regular 
borrowers.  It  helped  all  the  children  to  understand  better 
the  working  of  the  library  and  the  service  that  it  gives. 

The  High  School  library  is  using  student  help,  and  to 
aid  these  students  in  better  understanding  the  work  required 
in  the  library,  the  librarian  gave  a  course  of  six  lessons  in 
the  details  of  the  work.  This  has  enabled  the  students  to 
perform  their  work  in  the  High  School  library  much  more 
intelligently. 
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Book  talks  have  been  given  by  the  librarian  before  the 
Evening  Alliance  and  the  Afternoon  Alliance  of  the  Uni¬ 
tarian  Church,  Bates  School  Assembly,  the  Cabot  Club, 
West  Side  School  Parents  and  Teachers  Association  and  the 
Pomona  Grange.  A  talk  on  “Librarianship  as  a  Profess¬ 
ion”  was  given  before  the  High  School. 

Members  of  the  library  staff  have  attended  library  meet¬ 
ings  in  New  Haven,  Hyannis,  Quincy,  Kingston,  Brockton 
and  Boston. 


IN  APPRECIATION. 

We  are  grateful  to  all  those  who  have  been  so  generous 
with  gifts  to  the  library  the  past  year,— Mrs.  C.  P.  Wash¬ 
burn  for  the  subscription  for  the  magazine  “Trained  Nurse” 
Mrs.  Hazel  Hawthorne  for  many  review  copies  of  new  novels, 
Mr.  A.  Klar  for  several  sets  of  books,  and  the  many  other 
friends  who  have  donated  books  and  magazines.  The  li¬ 
brary  received  gifts  of  149  books  and  a  great  many  maga¬ 
zines,  all  of  which  have  been  very  much  appreciated  and 
enjoyed. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  teachers  for  the  cooperation  in 
encouraging  the  children  to  read.  Through  Mrs.  Benson’s 
efforts,  thirty-three  State  Reading  Certificates  have  been 
awarded  to  pupils  in  the  Junior  High  School.  This  means 
that  each  child  read  five  books  on  the  State  list  for  each 
certificate  received.  Through  their  influence,  the  teachers 
have  helped  greatly  in  maintaining  discipline  in  the  library. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Trustees  for  their  unfailing  support 
given  to  the  librarian  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  library, 
and  the  staff  for  their  willing  and  efficient  assistance  in  carry¬ 
ing  on  the  year’s  work.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith,  for  your  consider¬ 
ation,  the  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Middle- 
boro  Fire  Department,  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1931,  in  accordance  with  Section  16  of  Chapter  592,  Acts 
1920. 


APPARATUS

Although  fully  realizing  the  present  time  is  not  the  best 
to  advocate  the  expenditure  of  any  large  sum  of  money,  I  feel 
that  in  justice  to  myself  and  a  part  of  my  duty  to  again  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  20  year  old  Knox  and  the  18 
year  old  hose  wagon  are  getting  less  reliable  and  need  more 
and  more  repairs  as  time  goes  on.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion 
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that  it  would  not  only  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  but  a 
move  that  would  result  not  only  in  more  efficient  operation 
of  the  department,  but  more  economical  and  safer,  if  the 
recommendations  of  last  year  were  carried  out  in  the  re¬ 
placing  of  at  least  one  of  these  pieces  by  a  piece  of  apparatus 
better  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  Town  than  either  or  both 
of  the  present  ones. 

The  ladders  on  the  ladder  truck  have  all  been  overhauled 
and  their  safety  assured.  It  is  the  intention  this  year  to 
give  them  the  necessary  coats  of  varnish  to  preserve  them. 
This  is  to  be  done  by  the  men  in  the  station. 

Some  of  the  worn  out  and  leaky  nozzles  and  gates  have  been 
replaced  with  new  so  that  those  using  them  can  do  so  with  a 
greater  degree  of  comfort  than  formerly. 

Five  new  3  gal.  chemical  tanks  have  been  supplied. 

New  coats  have  replaced  the  most  badly  worn  ones  for 
permanent  drivers  and  Engine  1  Company,  and  coats  and 
helmets  provided  for  Engine  Company  2,  who  have  not  had 
any  heretofore. 

Owing  to  the  carefulness  of  the  drivers  and  good  fortune, 
no  accidents  have  occurred  and  the  money  thus  saved  has 
enabled  us  to  replace  five  of  the  oldest  and  least  reliable  fire 
alarm  boxes  with  the  latest  product  of  the  Game  well  Co. 
These  boxes  are  not  only  of  the  Non-interfering  and  succes¬ 
sive  type  but  possess  other  features  of  great  advantage. 

Earnestly  recommend  that  the  box  near  the  West  Side 
School  be  connected  to  stations  inside  the  school.  This  was 
in  view  when  the  particular  type  of  box  was  installed 

By  installing  these  auxiliary  stations,  the  alarm  will  be 
received  much  sooner  which  means  that  the  apparatus  would 
arrive  much  earlier  than  if  some  one  had  to  go  to  the  box. 
Considering  the  age  of  the  child  probably  sent  to  ring  the 
box,  and  statistics  showing  one  school  building  in  the  United 
States  burns  in  every  four  days,  it  seems  that  by  a  very  small 
expense  greater  safety  is  assured  to  lives  of  the  children  and 
the  building.  It  would  also  be  a  distinct  advantage  to  con- 
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nect  the  Memorial  High  School  in  like  manner.  In  many 
respects  the  demands  upon  the  department  have  been  great¬ 
er  than  in  1930. 

The  box  alarms  have  been  10  more,  Warden  Calls  29 
more,  and  3000  more  feet  of  hose  laid  than  in  1930.  The 
Squad  Calls  have  been  fewer  but  mileage  has  increased. 
Approximately  500  more  inspections  during  the  year. 

The  value  of  these  periodical  inspections  of  all  premises 
in  the  business  or  so  called  high  value  district  is  reflected 
in  not  only  reducing  fire  hazards  which  accounts  for  so  few 
calls  of  the  department,  but  impresses  upon  the  occupants 
the  necessity  of  keeping  premises  much  cleaner  and  freer  from 
rubbish  than  they  would  otherwise. 

For  example,  although  500  more  inspections  were  made 
the  special  fire  hazards  found  were  reduced  from  86  in  1930 
to  49  in  1931. 

Perhaps  what  to  the  officers  and  members  is  most  grati¬ 
fying  is  the  fact  that  there  were  no  losses  during  the  year 
over  the  insurance  paid.

The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  under  the  will  of  Thom¬ 
as  S.  Peirce  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1931  is  sub¬ 
mitted  herewith. 

During  the  year  the  nomination  of  Fletcher  Clark,  Jr., 
to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  board  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Chester  E.  Weston,  was  submitted  to  the  Probate  Court. 
At  a  special  town  meeting  held  February  9th,  1931,  it  was 
unanimously  voted  that  he  be  excused  from  furnishing  a 
surety  on  his  official  bond  and  he  was  accordingly  appointed 
by  the  probate  Court  to  act  as  trustee  without  surety,  on 
February  24,  1931. 

The  Court  ordered  a  new  inventory  to  be  taken  of  the 
Estate  and  for  that  purpose  appointed  Waldo  S.  Thomas, 
Albert  A.  Thomas  and  George  E.  Doane  as  appraisers. 

The  inventory,  as  ordered,  was  taken  as  of  the  day  of 
apointment,  February  24,  1931  and  the  value  of  the  assets 
of  the  Estate  as  listed  below  is  based  on  that  appraisal.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
AND  BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE. 

To  the  Selectmen  and  taxpayers  of  Middleboro. 

1931  has  been  a  year  in  which  the  words  “lack  of  work” 
are  more  frequently  heard  than  any  others.  This  Board 
has  found  that  lack  of  work,  by  others,  has  made  our  office 
the  busiest  place  in  the  Town  Hall. 

During  the  spring  months  many  of  the  unemployed  re¬ 
quired  assistance.  With  the  coming  of  summer  most  people 
found  work  and  were  self-supporting.  Beginning  with 
October  the  problem  of  unemployment  again  confronted  us. 
We  find  more  unemployed  now  than  there  were  a  year  ago. 

Your  committee  on  unemployment  attempted  to  work 
along  the  plan  used  last  year.  The  first  obstruction  was  the 
impossibility  of  securing  insurance  from  a  reliable  company. 
The  second  was  inability  to  provide  funds.  Many  people 
approached,  preferred  to  have  money  for  this  purpose  pro¬ 
vided  by  town  appropriation.  It  quickly  became  evident 
that  an  appropriation  is  the  only  way  to  provide  sufficient 
funds  to  cope  with  the  situation.  That  means  delay  until 
after  town  meeting. 

The  necessity  of  many  families,  required  immediate  help 
thru  the  Welfare  that  should  have  been  furnished  by  the 
unemployment  committee.  We  have  seen  that  no  family 
has  suffered  for  lack  of  food,  fuel  or  shelter,  but  we  have 
not  been  able  to  furnish  the  work  that  these  men  are  begging 
for. 

The  Boy  Scout  Drive  planned  by  Mr.  Louis  Littlejohn 
and  conducted  by  the  Boy  Scouts  met  with  a  hearty  response 
from  every  one.  Tons  of  clothing,  shoes,  canned  goods, 
vegetables  and  preserves  were  collected.  These  things  are 
being  distributed  by  a  volunteer  committee  of  women,  who 
are  freely  giving  their  time  to  help  provide  for  those  in  need. 
Every  article  used  has  saved  the  town  its  value  in  money. 
We  thank  every  one  who  has  helped  in  this  work. 
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Our  second  big  problem  was  caused  by  the  Old  Age  Assis¬ 
tance  Act.  Mrs.  Lelah  Hathaway  made  a  special  study 
along  this  line  of  work  and  had  full  charge  until  November. 
It  was  impossible  to  foresee  the  enormous  amount  of  work 
involved.  It  took  practically  all  of  her  time  from  the  first 
of  May  until  late  in  the  fall.  Ninety-four  applications  were 
received  and  every  case  had  to  be  visited  and  thoroughly 
investigated.  A  year  ago  the  Board  estimated  about  35  cases. 
Now  we  have  65  cases  in  Middleboro  and  three  in  other 
towns. 

We  estimate  for  1932  an  average  of  75  local  cases  and 
from  5  to  10  in  other  towns.  We  find  from  our  experience 
during  the  past  six  months  that  the  average  yearly  cost  per 
case  will  be  about  $300.  This  makes  an  appropriation  of 
$22,000.  absolutely  necessary.  The  State  reimburses  the 
Town  for  3/3  of  the  aid  given;  and  may,  if  it  can  provide  funds, 
pay  for  the  full  amount  expended. 

In  addition  to  the  direct  cost,  there  was  the  additional 
cost  under  the  heading  of  Administration,  which  as  nearly 
as  we  can  estimate  was  about  $700. 

No  doubt  this  law  benefits  many  people,  and  it  is  right 
that  these  people,  whose  children  cannot  provide  for  them, 
should  be  cared  for.  When  you  see  the  appropriations  of 
this  department  largely  increased,  you  must  remember 
that  one  third  of  all  we  spend  in  1932  will  go  for  Old  Age 
Assistance  alone,  and  that  over  two  dollars  of  your  tax 
rate  will  be  used  for  this  purpose.  It  is  time  to  warn  your 
representative  in  the  legislature  not  to  allow  the  age  limit 
to  be  reduced  to  65.  To  do  that  would  double  the  cost  as 
compared  with  the  70  year  limit. 

Conditions  at  the  Town  Infirmary  are  more  satisfactory 
than  they  have  been  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  insti¬ 
tution.  This  satisfaction  is  felt  and  expressed  not  only  by 
the  residents,  but  by  the  members  of  the  local  Board  and  by 
the  State  Inspectors. 

We  have  completed  our  two  year  program  of  renovating 
the  interior  with  the  help  of  unemployed  men.  The  result 
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is  a  building  painted,  varnished  and  whitewashed  inside 
from  the  cellar  to  the  eaves.  The  kitchen  ceiling  has  been 
replaced  because  of  the  danger  of  falling  plaster.  The 
installation  of  the  oil  burner  last  year  gave  us  the  use  of  the 
coal  room.  This  room  has  been  whitewashed.  Chairs, 
reading  table  and  a  radio  installed,  thereby  making  a  sitting 
room  for  the  men  who  do  not  smoke. 

Due  to  the  generosity  of  the  Pierce  Trustees,  we  have 
purchased  a  Copeland  electric  refrigerator  of  Sumner  Redlon. 
It  has  given  excellent  service  and  has  filled  a  long  felt  want. 

We  have  had  three  particularly  difficult  cases  of  sickness 
during  the  year,  and  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  District 
Nurse  for  her  kindness  to,  and  untiring  care  of  our  patients. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  co-operation  of  Miss 
Caldwell  the  State  Policewoman  in  one  of  our  difficult  pro¬ 
blems. 

During  the  year  one  patient  was  transferred  to  Taunton, 
and  one  a  boarder  from  another  town  was  discharged  be¬ 
cause  of  his  general  unhappy  frame  of  mind  and  his  inability 
to  co-operate  with  his  fellowmen. 

We  urge  our  fellow  townsmen  to  visit  our  men  and  women 
upon  many  occasions  and  to  take  every  opportunity  to  show 
them  unexpected  attentions. 

Outside  work  has  gone  on  about  as  usual.  In  addition 
to  the  regular  farm  work,  much  clearing  of  waste  land  has 
been  done,  and  a  stone  drain  run  across  the  field  west  of  the 
house.  The  cess  pool  begun  last  year  was  completed.  The 
pig  pens  have  been  rebuilt  and  ventilators  installed.  Wood 
cut  on  the  town  lots  and  at  present  more  work  is  being  done 
on  the  cemetery  in  an  effort  to  put  it  in  proper  condition. 

We  voice  our  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  of  our 
matron  and  Superintendent;  and  feel  that  no  words  of  ours 
can  over-express  the  value  of  the  good  work  that  they  have 
done  in  the  Infirmary. 

Our  patients  are  happy,  busy,  contented,  well-fed,  clean, 
well-clothed  and  carefully  looked  after  in  sickness  and  in 
health. 
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The  clergy  are  made  welcome  at  all  times  and  are  sent 
for  whenever  occasion  demands.  And  with  it  all  a  watchful 
eye  is  kept  upon  expenditures.  We  particularly  appreciate 
the  fact  that  the  Matron  and  her  assistants  have  served  1260 
dinners  to  the  unemployed  during  the  year.  We  thank 
the  merchants  for  their  contributions  of  fruit  at  the  holiday 
seasons  and  bespeak  a  continued  interest  of  all  citizens  in 
our  local  Infirmary. 

March  1  1931,  Mr.  Leslie  Clark  completed  three  years  of 
faithful  and  valuable  service  on  this  Board.  He  devoted 
his  time  particularly  to  farm  production,  and  as  a  practical 
farmer  his  advice  was  of  great  assistance.  Our  thanks  to 
Mr.  Clark. 

He  was  succeeded  by  William  G.  Boynton  and  the  new 
Board  organized  with  Mr.  Boynton  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hatha¬ 
way  Clerk,  and  Agent  (or  Chairman)  of  the  Bureau  of  Old 
Age  Assistance.  All  cases  were  investigated  and  discussed 
at  the  time  of  application,  and  then  g6ne  over  with  Mr. 
Cobb  at  our  monthly  meetings. 

In  November  Mrs.  Hathaway  was  appointed  by  the 
State  Department  of  Welfare  as  a  State  visitor  of  Old  Age 
Assistance.  This  appointment  forced  her  to  give  up  her 
active  work  on  the  Board  but  she  is  still  actively  interested 
giving  much  of  her  spare  time  to  our  problems. 

Upon  her  resignation  as  Agent  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  Mr.  Boynton  was  appointed  to  take  her  place. 

During  the  year  work  has  been  required  from  all  un¬ 
employed  persons  receiving  aid.  Much  has  been  accom¬ 
plished,  at  the  farm,  on  the  wood  lots,  cleaning  and  painting 
part  of  the  Town  Hall  and  Bates  school,  and  in  cutting 
brush  and  other  work  that  has  been  useful  to  the  town,  but 
would  not  have  been  done  otherwise.  These  men  have 
given  1596  days  work,  or  the  equivalent  of  five  men  every 
day  for  a  year. 

Following  this  report  is  a  comparative  statement  of 
expenses,  receipts,  bills  receivable,  and  cases  aided  during 
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the  years  1930  and  1931.  All  bills  received  before  Jan.  7, 
1932  were  included  in  the  1931  payments,  (except  one  bill 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  which  is  in  dispute)  and  this  Depart¬ 
ment  closed  the  year  with  a  balance  of  $263 .51.

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REPORT  OF  GAS  AND  ELECTRIC 
DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Town  Manager, 
Town  of  Middleboro. 


Dear  Sir: 


I  am  submitting  the  thirty-eighth  annual  report  of  the 
Gas  and  Electric  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
30,  1931. 

This  report  includes  operation  accounts,  revenues,  Bal¬ 
ance  Sheet,  Profit  and  Loss  Sheet,  in  the  same  form  as  in  the 
report  to  the  Public  Utilities,  together  with  a  statement  of 
accounts. 


GAS 

Because  of  a  new  contract  under  more  favorable  condi¬ 
tions  to  the  Town,  an  appreciable  saving  has  been  made  as 
shown  by  the  manufacturing  account,  thereby  increasing 
our  balance  to  profit  and  loss,  so  that  we  this  year  show  a 
manufacturing  profit  of  $5,173.03.  Owing  to  the  loss  of 
two  of  the  house  heating  customers  and  the  mild  weather 
this  past  fall,  the  amount  of  gas  purchased  was  863  M  ft. 
less  than  1930. 

The  number  of  new  services  laid  was  small,  namely  17, 
as  no  extensions  of  mains  were  made  except  the  small  one 
on  E.  Grove  St.  to  Finn’s  Grill. 

Obtaining  our  supply  of  gas  from  Taunton  under  high 
pressure  continues  to  be  economical  and  very  satisfactory 
service  rendered  as  only  one  interruption  of  supply  for  a 
very  short  period  occurred  and  of  which  we  were  notified. 
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Undoubtedly  the  depression  and  economic  conditions  pre- 

vailing  have  in  a  small  measure  contributed 
off  in  sales  of  gas.

ELECTRIC 


On  January  1, 1931,  rates  were  reduced  which  at  that  time 
was  estimated  would  result  in  a  saving  to  consumers  of 
$22,000.00,  and  decrease  the  income  of  the  Department  a 
greater  part  of  that  amount. 

The  result  of  the  year’s  operations  shows  that  the  income 
from  light  and  power  has  been  reduced  only  $4,718,  also 
showing  that  at  reduced  rates  consumers  will  use  an  in¬ 
creased  amount  of  light  as  shown  by  the  output,  being  95,711 
K.  W.  H.  greater  although  the  income  was  that  much  less, 
as  quoted  above. 

Seventeen  street  lights  have  been  added  during  the  year. 
There  still  remain  some  dark  areas  in  which  a  light  or  two 
would  make  it  much  safer  for  the  public.  Because  of  in¬ 
creased  demands  on  the  street  lighting  apparatus,  one  of  the 
old  inefficient  transformers  for  that  service  has  been  replaced 
with  a  new  more  efficient  type  with  larger  capacity.  There 
still  remains  one  more  of  the  older  ones  which  should  be  re¬ 
placed  this  year  and  would  result  in  a  material  saving. 

While  the  low  price  of  copper  prevailed,  wire  was  pur¬ 
chased  to  increase  the  size  of  present  conductors  in  some 
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cases  and  in  others  to  add  another  wire  to  change  some  of  the 
circuits  to  outlying  districts  from  single  phase  to  three  phase, 
which  will  reduce  the  line  loss  one-half  and  will  not  only  im¬ 
prove  the  service  but  will  more  nearly  balance  the  load  on 
the  entire  system. 

There  has  not  been  any  interruption  in  the  High  Tension 
service  during  the  year. 

With  the  addition  of  the  three  new  500  K  W  transformers 
at  the  plant,  together  with  the  different  sources  of  receiving 
current,  the  possibility  of  being  without  power  in  town  is 
much  less  than  any  time  for  many  years. 

The  replacing  of  the  old  wire  on  the  tower  with  copper 
tubing  has  not  only  added  much  to  the  appearance  but  great¬ 


ly  to  the  reliability  of  the  service.
